T he future borders of Jerusn- 
Icm will be n central topic in a 
special meeting called today by 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin on 
political questions involving the 
capital. 

. . Rnbin, Police Minister Moshc 
Shahul, Brig. General Amnon 
Shahak, Attorney General Mi- 
, chacI Ben-Yflir, the Head of the 
General Security Services and Po- 
lice Commander Assaf Hefctz, are 
. expected to attend the meeting 
which will also coordinate policy 
for the spectre of an attempted 
visit to the Israeli capital by PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat. 

Tins week at the Ercz junction 
‘ in the Gaza Strip, PLO negotiator 
Nabil Sha’ath and Shahak held ini- 
tial talks on the next stage of au- 
• lohomy following Gaza/Jericho. 

First, Full scale talks arc due to 
•. begin on Monday. Although the 
issue of Jerusalem is not supposed 
to be raised for a two year period, 

. a fundamental disagreement over 
the municipal boundaries make it 
an immediate issue. The Israeli 
position is to maintain the current 
■- boundaries of the city. The PLO 
. . wants to return Jerusalem to pre- 
.1967 borders. This means that the 
Palestinians view all the territory 
annexed to Jerusalem by Israel in

June 1967 as part of the ‘West 
Bank' and hence part of the future 
Palestinian autonomous area. By 
definition they are referring to 
Gilo. East Talpiol, Ramot Eshkol. 
Pisgat Zev, Ramot and Neve 
Ya'acov. 

At today's meeting, Police Min- 
ister Moshe Shahal is expected to 
suggest placing police at the road- 
blocks into the city, thus physically 
defining the cities boundaries. To- 
day they are manned by the IDF, 
which gives the impression that 
they arc part of the administered 
areas of Judea and Samaria. 

In the Knesset this week, MK's 
Ychoshun Matza and Emanuel 
Zissman submitted a bill to annex 
both Ma’aleh Adumim and Givat 
Ze’ev to the capital. Matza 
claimed to have the support of the 
mayors of both towns. He estimat- 
ed that the annexation would in- 
crease the city’s total area over 25 
percent. , 

In recent meetings in the capi- 
tal, Shahal offered Jerusalem PLO 
Chief Faisal Husseini epsy access 
for Palestinians to the city in ex- 
change for a status-quo agreement 
on the current boundaries. Hus- 
seini is not expected to- respond 
positively to the' suggestion. Sha- 
hal also wants to come to an agree- 
ment with Husseini on a tat; pi 
Palestinian institutions which ex- 
isted before the Peres letter of Oc- 
tober 11,4993 which guarantees 
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Protestera outside the Orient House earlier this week demanding on end to the PLO presence In 
Jerusalem. , • .

At the Iasi special meeting con- 
cerning Jerusalem held on May 26, . 
Rnbin ordered the Police Com-, 
mender nhd the head of the GSS 
to probe illegal PLO activities in 

eastern Jerusalem. Today they will

Following 
the last meeting, Faisal Husseini 
ordered his Orient House staff to ' 
lower the profile of overtly politi- 
cal activities in the building.

Ten-to-one Oddball 

My son will never grow up to become prime minister 
unless he learns to count backwards.

C ount to 10,” the educator instructs 
my five-year-old son "interview- 
ing" for first grade. 

"One,” my son answers, sweetly. 
“TVo." deliberately, “three, four...” 
“C’mon Yona," I say to myself. "Re- 
member nine, remember nine." Young 
Yona always has n problem with nine. 

Eight comes, end then nine, and... he 
says it, he says iti 

l feel like leaping out of the chair with 
outstretched arms and shouting “ YeshJ" 

It was ns if Yonn hit a three-point shot at 
the buzzer, sunk a nine-foot putt at the US 
Open, slammed a homer at Wrigley Field. 
If we were alone, I would have put him on 
my shoulders and danced around the class- 
room’s knee-high tables chanline “Yo-na, 
Yo-na, Yo-na." 

But I just sil there, take a deep brealh, 
and wipe my brow. My chin is in my chest, 
hiding n grin of great naches. My wife is 
smiling from ear to ear. It wasn’t easy, tills 
get-acquainted session our son had with his 


school-to-be, but somehow my wife and I 
survived. 

“This must be your first child,” says the 
kind educator. 

"How can you tell?" I ask, amazed at her 
uncanny perception. 

“Well, usually both parents don't come," 
she replies. 

I realize then that my wife was right in 
insisting we not take the video camera. 

IF THIS little appointment is a foretaste of 
first grade, letting little Yona go in Septem- 
ber is going to be quite a chore. 

The "interview" is called for 11:40, which 
means taking the lad out of his kindergarten 
class - the class with the cheery wall decora- 
tions, the Lego comer, the teacher with the 
warm smile who greets him each morning as 
if he is the only kid in the world, 
u H means taking my son to what he calls a 
“real school” - a crowded school with bars 
on the windows, trash on the floors and 
freckle-faced kids who look like bullies in 


the halls. This is. I’m sure, only a shadow of 
the journey our son will make in September 
from cocoon to the real world. But even the 
shadow scares me. 

Things start smoothly. My son im- 
presses me with his ability to properly 
state, when asked, his fjjrst and last name. 
In fact, he answers most of the questions 
correctly, even understanding some He- 
brew words that are beyond my 
vocabulary. 

The few questions he fumbles, however, 
leave me in the throes of deep self-doubt. I 
torture myself with questions like: "where 
did I fai!7” or "why don’t I pay more 
attention?" 

“It's good that you’ve counted to 10," the 
school administrator says at one point. 
"Now count backwards.” 

"Ah geez," I think, squirming in my chair 
and casting worried glances toward the mis- 
sus. 

Count down? Where are we, NASA? 
Ask him about the Ninja Turtles, for good- 


ness sake, or to sing the Pif Vehatoul theme 
song. Just forget the math. 

And, just as I fear, he can’t do it. My 
firstborn can’t count backwards. My hatred 
toward the questioner is quickly replaced by 
self-reproach, "If only I didn't work so late, 
we could have practiced this key task,” I 
think. “Is it too late?” 

AND SO the session continues. Yona sur 
prises us with his knowledge of the Jewish 
holidays, and at the same time signals us 
that his math needs serious work. He gives 
us joy by hoiding his own in a “real-life" 
interchange, and brings us sorrow by fore 
ing upon us the realization that these Won 
der Years, though infinitely sweet, are pain 
fully fleeting. 

“Do you think both my wife and I will 
escort our second child here when her time 
comes?" I ask the all-knowing educator. 

“Naw," she says, “By then all this will be 
old hat." 

Here’s hoping she’s wrong. ■

for people to turn to,” complains Neda 
Chuzhoy. volunteer chairwoman of SOS 
Chernobyl, a three-ycar-old Tel Aviv-bascd 
group that claims 15,000 members. One of 
her group's major goals is the establishment 
of one central medical facility devoted to 
research and treatment of health problems 
related to the Chernobyl disaster. 

"Israel has the second largest concentra- 
tion of survivors from nuclear accidents in the 
world,” she points out. "The medical level is 
high, there's a large group of test subjects, 
and there is international interest in the cre- 
ation of such a center. I'm sure that world 
Jewry would help support such a project.” 
When the No. 4 reactor exploded in 1986 
with 90 times the force of the Hiroshima 
bomb, it sent a radioactive plume sweeping 
northwest across Ukraine, most of Belarus 
and parts of western Russia. 

Although the region within a 30-kilome- 
ter radius of Chernobyl was permanently 
evacuated after the explosion, people con- 
tinue to live within a 150-kilometer radius 
of the site in areas that international health 
organizations, and the Ukrainian govern- 
ment, recognize; as contaminated , ;i ' 

, Moit of these people have received con : . 
finfiiOus low dosages of radjQactivc material' • 
from the air, food and water sources since 
1986. Ukrainian authorities -have warned 
people hot to eat locally grown produce or 
• drink the milk from local cows who have 
eaten irradiated grass. But people have dis- 
regarded these warnings. 

In September 1992, the World Health 
Organization reported a dramatic increase 
in thyroid cancer in Belarussian children, 
which it linked to the Chernobyl explosion. 
The average incidence of thyroid cancer is 
ope to two per 1 million population! Yet, in 
the area around Gomel, highly affected by 
the accident, the WHO noted 18 cases of 
thyroid cancer in a population of 18,001) chil- 
dren - a rate of one per 1,000. According to 1 
the Los Angeles Times there have been 237 
cases of children with thyroid cancer among 
Belarus’s 10m. residents, an alarming 10- to 
' 20-fold increase since the disaster. 

The cancer is caused by radioactive iodine, 
one of the major isotopes released at Chcrno- 
which Is concentrated in the thyroid 
^gland after being ingested through contami- 
nated water, food and, particularly, milk. 

.As the years pass, Ukrainian and Belar- 
ussian authorities have gradually admitted 
the enormity of the health problem created 

t ^h.ernobyl. The incidence of lung, breast 
thyroid cancer, and leukemia is up. By 
il 1992, according to the Ukrainian gov- 
ernment, 6,000 to 8,000 Ukrainians had 
died of egneer and other Chernobyl-related 
illnesses since 1986, and more than 15,000 
were suffering symptoms. 

April 1994 figures from the Ukrainian 
Ministry of Health show that the number of 
wses of thyroid gland cancer in children has 
increased 10-fold since the Chernobyl disas- 
ter; every fifth child’s immune system was 
feared "significantly affected." The 
Ukrainian, Belarussian and Russian gov- 
ernments have established Chernobyl asso- 
ciations, sponsor international medical con- 
ferences and are pleading for world help. 

But in Israel, the government has not 
shown that kind of attention. There is no 
national center for research or treatment of 
Uiemobyl survivors. The Health Ministry 
has conducted no specific studies of the 
Population. Physicians get little or no gov- 
ernment money to conduct research or treat 
the affected immigrants. And the immi- 
grant organizations, along with supportive 
ooctors, are yp in arms.

Chuzhoy’s files are filled with tragic tales. 
There's Sonya Kapustina in Hadera, who 
hails from Gomel, a city 130 kilometers from 
Chernobyl that was directly in the path of the 
radioactive cloud. Her eldest son, a physician 
who was called into Chernobyl the day after 
the explosion to care for radiation victims 
died of throat cancer in 1989. Her second 
son, an ambulance driver sent in to evacuate 
the civilian population, died of cancer in 1992 
after moving to Israel. 

There’s Yuri Nudelman in Kiryal Gat, a 
Chernobyl salvage worker who is gravely 
ill, and whose mother died of cancer recent- 
ly. And teenager Maxim Goos, also of Kir- 
yal Gat, who has suffered what doctors 
describe as radiation-induced blindness 
since soon after the explosion. Bela Ku- 
perschmidt of Tel Aviv has thyroid cancer. 
Rosita Panich, who lives in a mobile home 
near Kiryat Gat, lost her husband to cancer. 

The list goes on and on. Everyday, Chuz- 
hoy says more survivors call her office, ask- 
ing where they can go cither for treatment 
for specific symptoms, or for a igineral ' 
checkup to relieve their anx^iy,^ ; 

• Unfortunately for Chuzhoy and. her sup- * 
porters, "there is no government supjibrt for' • 
her idea. • x • \ 

Four years ago; Ehud. Olmfirt. then 
health minister, convened a committee of 
medical experts to evaluate the health situa- 
tion of Chernobyl survivors in Israel and 
recommend appropriate action. The com- 
mil tee issued a report concluding thaf the ' 
incidence of cancer among this population 
was negligible and deserved no specific gov- 
ernment attention. The document was cir-. 
culated by the Health Ministry to all health 
funds, where it continues to direct policy, 
Chuzhoy says. . • 

Dr. Gad Rennert, head of community 
medicine and epidemiology at Haifa's Car- 
mel Hospital and head of Kupat Holim’s 
national cancer center, sat on Olmert's ex- 
pert committee. 

“We found that the magnitude of the 
[health] problem we're expecting in Israel 
will be small,” he says. “Twenty percent of 
Israeli deaths are due to cancer, and we 
project a 21 percent figure for the Cherno- 
byl population, a negligible increase.” 

The committee' was also asked to evalu- 
ate what the medical system could do to 
prevent the onset of radiation-induced leu- 
kemia, breast, lung and thyroid cancer 
among the affected population. The com- 
mittee concluded that prevention after ex- 
posure is impossible, and early detection is 
only possible for breast cancer. 

Finally, the committee concluded thnt 
the current medical system could handle the 
health problems of the Chernobyl immigra- 
tion without further infrastructure 
investment. 

“We do not need to open 'Chernobyl 
clinics' or 'Chernobyl hospitals,’ " Rennert 
says. He adds, however, that the document 
urges physicians to take patients' com- 
plaints seriously and to check for radiation 
illnesses if Chemobyl-area Immigrants 
come in with suspicious symptoms. 

Chuzhoy charges that the effect of the 
ministry document issued by Olmert's ex- 
pert committee downplays the legitimate 
health concerns of affected immigrants and 
prevents them from receiving the medical 
care they deserve. 

As an experiment, Chuzhoy asked her 
organization’s 13 branch heads to go to 
their family doctors and request a complete 
series qf tests to determine whether they 
had any radiation-induced illnesses. 

"They all reported back to me that no 
doctor did all the tests they requested," 
Chuzhoy charges. "First, the doctors said 
they weren’t experts in the field [of radia- 
tion sickness). Second, they all had this 
Health Ministry document." 

T he Health Ministry may not recognize 
the specific health risks faced by the 
Chernobyl population, but some insurance 


companies do. 

Chuzhoy brandishes a life insurance ap- 
plication form from the Tel Aviv-based ILD 
Insurance Co. Ltd. The first question on 
the form, before general medical details, is 
whether the applicant "has lived or worked 
at any time since 1985 (sic) within a 50- 
kilometer radius of Chernobyl." If the an- 
swer is yes, Chuzhoy says, either the insur- 
ance is refused, or is offered at a 
significantly higher rate. 

Chuzhoy says she doesn’t blame the in- 
surance company. Many others have similar 
policies, she says. "At least, they recognize 
there is a real medical problem," she says 
with a grim smile. “That’s more than our 
government does.” 

Few people in the government or the medi- 
cal community argue that the Chernobyl im- 
migrant population is healthy. What’s more 
difficult, perhaps impossible, to determine, 
experts say, is to what extent their ill health 
can be traced definitively to Chcmobyl. 

Weshler is in charge of a two-year-old 




Weshler estimates his study will reveal 
that up to five to 1(1 percent of the total 
Chernobyl immigrant population - some 
10,000 to 20,000 people - may face future 
radiation-induced health problems, and 
should be closely monitored. 

"It’s impossible to follow all 200,000 im- 
migrants,” he explains. "We havc to evalu- 
ate which aie the most high-risk patients. 
Exaggerating the extent of the problem 
only puts people in a panic, and deflects 
attention from those who are really sick." 

Weshler explains that some radiation-in- 
duced illnesses, such as thyroid cancer, 
could show up seven to 15 years after the 
initial exposure, which means the first ef- 
fects should have begun appearing in the 
past year. 

"Some of the survivors are showing [neg- 
ative) effects, but it’s less than we expect- 
ed," he says. "We expected to see a lot of 
leukemia and malignant diseases. It's true 
that the olim from Russia have more malig- 
nancies than the general Israeli population.

radiation treatment clinic at Hadassah, Ein 
Kerem. He says the two groups facing the 
most serious health problems related to 
Chernobyl are the approximately 200 for- 
mer salvage workers now living here, and 
young children from the most contaminated 
regions. 

The salvage workers - medical personnel, 
drivers, social workers and members of evac- 
uation teams - were exposed to high levels of 
radiation In the first hours and days after the 
explosion. Many of them are already gravely 
ill, with respiratory problems, heart and 
blood defects, even cancer. Some have died. 

Children are more susceptible than adults 
to radiation-induced illnesses, particularly 
thyroid cancer, and therefore exhibit symp- 
toms and develop specific cancers more 
readily than their parents. 

Weshler is conducting research at Hadas- 
sah on 120 Chernobyl salvage workers and 
nearly 1,000 children living in Kfar Habad 
who were brought out of Chernobyl by the 
international Lubavitch organization. 

Weshler is beginning a study to recon- 
struct the relative doses of radiation 
throughout the Chernobyl region by mea- 
suring enamel damage on children's milk 
teeth. He will theii use the data to pinpoint 
where (he greatest health risk was, and he 
.plans to conduct intensive follow-ups of 
immigrants from those areas, .' !>

Weshler and other physicians point out 
that (he people who have arrived In the latest 
wave of Soviet/CIS aliya are older than the 
general population - 14 percent of the immi- 
grants are over 65, versus 11 percent of all 
Israelis - and is "self-selecting,’’ with many 
coming to Israel specifically because of health 
problems, often associated with Chernobyl. 

The data, therefore, is skewed. 

"Their mortality, rate Is higher, but the 
relation to radiation is hard to determine," 
he says. 

Dr. John Goldsmith, an environmental 
heqlth specialist at Ben-Gurion University, 
and Dr. Michael Quastel, head of the Insti- 
tute of Nuclear Medicine, have been con- 
ducting research with Chernobyl survivors 
at Soroka Hospital. 

Goldsmith, a professor of epidemiology, 
and Quastel, a Ben-Gurion Medical School 
professor, have conducted blood and ihyroid 
tests, mainly on children from the Chernobyl 
area. They havc investigated salvage workers 
and examined more than 1,000 patients for 
elevated levels of cesium 137, a major radio- 
active isotope present in the ground, produce 
and milk near Chernobyl. 

Chromosome damage is most severe 
among patients from areas of the greatest 
contamination. Salvage workera show the

financed by other health fund members, but he claims that any

The Absorption Ministry declined to comment on whether 
reimbursement was late. Instead, a ministry spokesman made 
reference to the new agreements the ministry is now signing with 
health funds. 

David Tagar, Kupat Holim Clalit spokesman, also declined to . 
comment for his health fund, saying that compiling the information 
would "take a lot of work.*’ ; 

Health funds may feel they're shouldering much of the financial ; 
burden of this immigrant group. But hospitals, too, are feeling the 
pinch. , , 

Ran Tsafrir. in charge of emergency room and ndmissions. 
administrative services at Ichilov Hospital in Tel Aviv, says that’ •' 
many new immigrants from the former Soviet Union neglect to 
continue their health fund coverage after the initial six-month

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funding. Two Russian immigrant scientists 
working on the project are ending three 
years of partial support from the Absorp- 
tion and Health ministries. Weshler has 
requested a fourth year of support, but has 
received no response. . 

In 1991, Goldsmith and Quastel opened 
a clinic for Chernobyl-related problems at 
Soroka Hospital, after receiving 1 numerous 
calls from physicians in the Negev whose 
patients complained of Chernobyl-related 
illnesses. The clinic, like Weshler’s at Ha- 
dassah, is voluntary and received no gov- 
ernment funding for two years beyond par- 
tial support for two Russian immigrant 
physicians. That support is about to run 
out, Goldsmith says. Their cesium 137 
study was financed by the Canadian Health 
and Welfare Agency and the Toronto Jew- 
ish Community Welfare Endowment Fund. 

.Weshler has visited the former Soviet 
Union twice since the Chernobyl explosion 
and sayi the Russian and Ukrainian govern- 


ments do a "much better job" than the 
Israeli government in monitoring the health 
of Chernobyl survivors. 

“The liquidators are examined regularly 
at government expense,” he says. “They 
get government pensions. Children from 
the surrounding areas are examined two to 
three times a year, so symptoms arc detect- 
ed early. This is very important, because 
most of these conditions are treatable if 
caught early enough." 

Physicians working in the field disagree 
over the severity of the health problems 
faced by immigrants from the Chernobyl 
area. Some accuse others of willfully mini- 
mizing or exaggerating the problems, or of 
making promises to patients that they can- 
not fulfill. 

Rennert, of the National Cancer Control 
Center of Kupat Holim Clalit, says health 
problems related to Chernobyl are “mini- 
mal." Even the increased rAtes of thyroid 
cancer in Belarussian children reported by 
the WHO would lead to just two or three 
new cases among children now in Israel, he 
insists. And the 200 or so salvage workers in 
the country are “a very small group." 

A more pressing problem, Rennert says, 
is the psychological "fallout” from Cherno- 
byl. Many immigrants from the contaminat- 
ed areas live in constant fear of radiation- 
induced illness. When Rennert headed a 
study of 8,000 Chernobyl-arca immigrants 
in 1991, he found that doctors were often 
unable to confirm immigrants' claims of 
radiation-induced cancers. 

“I don't think the people lied to us," 
Rennert says. "They’re just under tremen- 
dous pressure." 

“Radiation fear" is prevalent among the 
affected population, particularly children, 
who report nuclear nightmares and fears of 
contamination from food and water. 

The Health Ministry committee of experts 
that sent its Chernobyl recommendations to 
all health funds four years ago suggested 
greater counseling services for Chernobyl- 
area immigrants, including information 
booths at Ben-Gurion Airport where new 
arrivals would receive medical information 
intended to calm their fears. The suggestions 
were partially implemented. 

“They come into the country very scared, 
sure they're about to die any minute," Ren- 
nert says. "Wc [on the committee! thought 
we could Inform the immigrants at the air- 
port about the real risks as we see them.” 
Rennert helped SOS Chernobyl write a 
proposal requesting more than NIS 600,000 
.from the Health Ministry to establish, 
among other things, an ongoing hotline for 
immigrants from the Chernobyl area. 

“We want to maintain an open line of 
communication, so people can call and get 
honest answers," Rennert says, "The whole 
idea is to calm the population." 

Goldsmith says there has been "insuffi- 
cient attention" given to listening to the 
population’s fears. 

"Every immigrant group has come to Is- 
rael with specific health problems," he soys. 
"Until this group arrived, the government 
has always offered its support. It's surpris- 
ing that this time, the government decided 
[not to]." 

Neda Chuzhoy of SOS Chernobyl agrees 
that radiation fear is a major problem. She 
says. she's ndt trying to prove that all immi- 
grants coming, from radiation-contaminated 
areas will develop radiation-induced illness- 
es.

Fresh Air, New Lives 


T housands of Jewish children still live in (he 
radiation-contaminated regions surrounding 
Chernobyl. In the late 1980s, parents of 3,000 of 
these children asked local Habad representatives 
to take their children out of Belarus and 
Ukraine and bring them to Israel. 

"The parents began to see their children 
getting sick, and the official Soviet line was that 
there were no medical problems associated with 
Chernobyl," says Jay Litvin, medical liaison of 
Habad 's Children of Chernobyl Project. “They 
were very frightened and they reached out to the 
world Jewish community for help.” 

Children arc the highest risk group nmong 
Chernobyl survivors, according to physicians 
working in the field. A 1992 World Health 
Organization report from Belarus showed that 
children are 10 times more likely than adults to 
develop radiation-induced thyroid conditions. 

Their growing bodies absorb deadly radioactive 
materials more cosily; their gums and tooth 
enamel deteriorate more Tapidly. The dangers 
persist so long as the children remain in the 
contaminated areas. 

In August 1990, Habad flew 196 children out 
of Ukraine and resettled them at Kfar Habad, 
near Bcn-Gurion Airport. Since then, a dozen 
rescue missions have brought just over 1 ,000 
children from contaminated regions to Israel. ^

“The parents knew better than wc did that 
aliya could stop, and they might not be able to get (BIlll lIM 
out later," says Rabbi Yosef Yitzhak Aronov, Hllllll 
executive director of Habad Youth Organization. PfpS&Ji 
“They’re just anxious to save their children . We 
do our best to have the parents join them later, Hllll ll 
but we can’t force them. We’ll still take the child 
out if the parent requests it." 

So far, more than SO percent of the evacuated HHHw 
children have rejoined their newly arrived At Kfar h 

parents, and are living elsewhere in the country, youngst 
At Kfar Habftd, the Chernobyl children receive 
free food, housing, education and medical care. They are 
participating in vital research and dnta-collecting projects 
to help the medical community assess the dangers of nuclear 
accidents. They play in the sunshine, learn Hebrew and, 
hesl of all, according to the children themselves, they live 
free of fear of continued radiation exposure. 

“It’s much better here," says 10-year-old Maxim Beilin, 
who arrived from Gomel five months ago. “We don’t hove 
all that radiation." 

Sevcn-ycar-old Misha Byelgorodsky, also from Gomel, 
is a lively blond boy with dellcnte fentures. "I like the fruit 
here best,” he chimes in. “Apples, oranges, bananas, 
coconuts - all kinds, except figs.” 

DR. ZE’BV Weshler, chief of radiology at Hndassah- 
Universlty Hospital, Bin Kerem, oversees medicnl care for 
the Chernobyl children at Kfar Habad. He describes them 
ns ridden with health problems. 

Studies conducted on the children from 1990 to 1993 
reveal that 30 percent of the boys nnd 43 percent of the girls 
from regions with the highest radiation contamination 
have ehlnrgad thyroid glands, a precursor to thyroid cancer 
if not detected early. 

TWenty percent have respiratory diseases. Forty-five 
percent have eye problems. Fifteen ptrconl have “mental 
problems" associated with radiation fears and separation 
anxiety, 

“Many of them arrived with chronic, acute non-specific 
Inflammatory diseases," Dr, Weshler says. "That's 
probably because the radiation exposure decreased their 
immune system’s efficiency. Many have nutritional 
problems. There was a lack of food in the area, due to 
contamination of fruit, vegetables and milk. " 

Dri Masha Schwartzman is the full-time physician 
responsible for the children’s daily care Although she, like 
other physicians, is ret icent about binining the Chernobyl 
explosion for all the children’s illnesses, she says the 
coincidence of certain symptoms 1 in children from' the areas 
of highest radiation is “overwhelming." ' 
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eveiy day running sick children to specialists at Hadassah. 
Their immune systems are weak. A cold that would 
disappear in most children easily flares into pneumonia. 

"It’s Impossible to say with 100 percent certainty that 
it s because of Chernobyl, but these children are always 
sick,” she says. 

After a few months at Kfar Habad, Weshler and 
Schwartzman say the children’s health improves 
remarkably. In addition to regular, nutritious meals, they 
receive three-month doses of beta carotene, designed to 
reduce the occurrence of malignancies. 

Misha Gechtin brought his daughter Irina from Gomel 
on Habad’s first rescue flight in August 1990. Irina had 
begun losing her eyesight in 1988, when she was 10. Since 
arriving at Kfar Habad, hor eyesight has returned, alone 
with her good spirits. 

"The children feel freer here," says Gechtin. “Bnck 
home, it was so dirty aad hopeless. We worried all the time. 
When this program came along, I tried as hard as I could 
to get her out [of Ukraine]. I feel sorry for the people still' 
there. 

Habad Is the only organization evacuating children from 
“J 8 contaminated zones on a permanent basis. It costs 
$15,000 to maintain a child for one year at Kfar Habad. 
Medical bills are enormous, as are telephone bills racked up 
by homesick children calling their parents. 

But Habad is racing to get these Jewish children out of 
the contaminated areas as quickly as possible. 

M “T^tne is the critical element for these kids," says Litvin. 
"All of these conditions, even enlarged thyroids, can be 
treated if we catch them soon enough. There’s no reason 
for any of these children to die." One boy who arrived at 
Kfar Habad with leukemia did die of his Illness. 

“W* simply got to him too late," Litvin says. 

AT KFAR Habad, the Chernobyl children receive a 
regular secular education, supplemented by Hebrew classes 
and courses It) Jewish and Israeli history. They are taken 
on trips around the country to important historic sites, Ijke 




rudimentary training in Jewish ritual and eat kosher food, 
they are not being force-fed the Lubavitch way of life. 

“While they are here, they live our way of life, but we’re 
not trying to turn them into religious people,” says Aronov. 
Boys must wear kipot, but many sport ritual fringes. All 
wear jeans, shorts and T-shirts, looking much like any other 
group of secular boys. 

The kosher food in the cafeteria is available every day of 
the year, including Yom Kippur. Project leaders say they 
explain the significance of the holiday to the children, who 
are free to decide their level of observance. 

Rabbi Har Tzvi, operations director for the Children of 
Chernobyl Project, explains that the goal of the project’s 
educational program is to prepare the children for 
successful assimilation into the public school system after 
their parents arrive. 

English and Hebrew lessons, math, science and history 
classes are offered, and Habad tries to honor parents’ 
requests to continue instruction in specific courses, such as 
biology or chemistry, that the children began in their home 
school systems. 

"It s hard enough for the Russians to assimilate into 
Israeli society,” he soys. “The preparation we give, I hope, 
makes it easier.” 

On June 5, the latest rescue flight arrived from Belarus, 
bringing a child labeled “No. 1,001.” That number, Litvip 
says, is meant to symbolize Habad’s commitment to bring 
out all 3,000 Jewish children it has pledged to rescue. 

“The world Jewish community has responded to Bosnia, 
but never really recognized the problems in Chernobyl," says 
Litvin. "We could help so many more children if the Jewish 
community recognized this as a Jewish problem and put the 
same resources behind it that it devotes to other programs 
that help Jewish children. 

“We need to get these children out as quickly as 
possible. Would I convince someone to give his child tp us? 
Never. Would I put fear into his heart? Never. But these 
parents came to us and cried out for help for their children. 
The Jewish response Is not to wait. You don’t look at, a . 
Jewish child and say, ‘It’s npt my problem.’ ” , ' ' -S.F.

Agency for Nuclear In for lit at ion. was 
founded by the Bcnyuntins after the Cher- 
nobyl disaster ill 1980. when the couple 
became concerned over whether radioac- 
tive fallout could affect local produce. 

“It started because we asked the Health 
Ministry whether our fruit and avocados 
were radioactive, and they [the ininistryl 
wouldn't give us any answer. We believed 
the public hud a right to know- what was 
going on." Shirley says. 

The Health Ministry subsequently reas- 
sured the public that all fruit and vegetables 
are safe, but the Beuyamins remain 
unconvinced. 

"Anyone who's interested in wildlife or 
farming must be connected in some way to 
the environment," says the London-born 
Hcrshcll. who lists on his curriculum vitae n 
period ns a dniry nnd vegetable fnrnter, ns 
well us the position of founder of the 778 
foods compnny, which lie started when he 
was n member of Kibbutz Beit Yitzhak. 

Raised in the US. Shirley says her interest 
iu the nuclear issue predates her aliyn in 1970. 

"My interest in the subject started when I 
lived in Malibu.

The same goes for the recently cited 
study on cancer among workers at the Nu- 
clear Negev Research Center. Sarid recent- 
ly told the Knesset that a report shows a 
cancer rate 20% lower than elsewhere in 
the country. The Benyamins want to see the 
report and allow independent scientists to 
follow it up. 

"I don't want to do the tests, because I 
don't know any more about it than Yossi 
Sarid. but there arc independent scientists, 
who are not dependent on government grants 
and they can do the studies." Shirley says. 

“It's important that the Atomic Energy 
Commission knows we’re here and watch- 
ing," she odds. The AEC knows EcoNct 
exists, but officials, speaking off the record 
last year during the Little Crater wastewater 
scare, accused them of being “misguided." 

The commission has consistently pub- 
lished reassurances about safety at Dimonn 
and noted that the checks are carried out at 
three levels: by the Negev Nuclear Re- 
search Center's staff, under the supervision 
of its safely division: by the AEC licensing 
division; and by the advisory committee for 
nuclear safety, which is an independent 
state commission. 

A EC officials, and officials at the various 
ministries, arc reluctant to go on re- 
cord with what may be perceived ns a per- 
sonal slur, but they complain that while the 
Benyamins are well-meaning, ns laymen 
ihcy lack the scientific background to deal 
with the issues they tackle. 

It’s n charge the Benyamins are used to. 
They counter that they don’t pretend to be 
experts themselves, but can provide the 
names of specialists in various subjects and 
help with the funding for tests. 

One of the panelists who selected them 
for the prize was Dr. Uri Mnrinov, the 
former director-general of the Environment 
Ministry and head of its predecessor, the 
Environmental Prolection Service. His 
presence on the election committee came as 
an even greater surprise to the Benyamins 
than the award itself. Like many of the 
government officials they have badgered 
over the years, their relationship with Mnr- 
inov was not always rosy. 

"I appreciate their efforts," says Marinov, 
j now an independent environmental consul- 
j tout and lecturer. think they deserve the 
5 prize. Nongovernmental organizations have a 
[ very important role to play as watchdogs and 
j disseminators of information. EcoNet deals 
: with subjects which are largely neglected by 
other NGOs. The Society for the Protection 
of Nature in Israel deals with the natural 
environment but not many groups deal with 
these urban problems." 

His sentiments are echoed by Jerusalem 
Post columnist D’vora Ben Shaul, a long- 
time friend of the couple and EcoNet news- 
letter editor. 

"This award is a turning point," says Ben 
Shaul, "It’s the first time it's been granted 
to a nongovernmental grass-roots organiza- 
tion of this type. This is not the Council for

letter. published in Hebrew and English. 
Several thousand people have subscribed to 
it over the years. Last month, however. 
EcoNct decided to discontinue it. Subscrib- 
ers now receive instead a copy of the 
EcoAdvocatc, the publication by the Israel 
Union for Environmental Defense (Adam. 
Teva Vc'Din), another group which 
EcoNet helped establish. 

The mailing takes up a large part of the 
volunteer staff’s time. “I divide the mailing 
into two: those subscribers who pay for it 
and those we think should be reading it. 
The Knesset, for example, doesn't ask for it 
but we give it to all MKs anyway,” Shirley 
notes. 

Copies of all the newsletters and EcoNet 
publications can be found bound and in- 
dexed in the environmental library the 
group established in the Hadassah Medical 
School Library in Jerusalem. They share 
the shelves with dozens of books and jour- 
nal articles carefully culled and copied, and 
a small collection of video tapes. The index 
is available through the medical school's 
computer system and is used by people 
around the world. 

EcoNet also helped set up a computer on- 
line information service: “I haven't the 
faintest idea how it works, even though I set 
It up,” Shirley admits. Among the comput- 
er files is a complete set of environmental 
legislation and regulations compiled by 
Adam, Teva Ve'Din. There is still a regular 
telephone hot line. 

"People perceive us as the one place 
where, when you call with a question, you'll 
be given an answer within a week and not 
be sent to 30 offices," says Shirley. The 
group regularly exchanges news and clip- 
pings with counterparts in 2U countries, in- 
cluding India and Japan. 

T here is an international flavor to their 
lives, with guests dropping in from 
abrond frequently. 

"We have a lot of followers- Hershcll 
colls them obedientiaries, like the novices in 
the medieval monasteries who had to do all 
the hard work." Shirley says. 

Many of the followers come from the years 
Hershell spent as n tour guide. "Apart from 
taking nround Golda Meir's VIPs, I took 
around Jewish Agency youth of about bar 
mitzva age," he says, and he is still in touch 
with some of them. Some now visit from 
abroad with their children, while others im- 
migrated and consider the Benyamins’ Kar- 
kur home their own. The Benyamins have' 
two sons from Shirley's first marriage. One 
lives in Tel Aviv, the other in Sweden. 

The couple met in 1972, after Hershcll 
separated from his first wife "and went to 
live a bachelor existence in the Sha’nr Hagai 
cooperative. This young lady - Shirley - 
applied for a job os a kennel maid because 
she was fed up with leaching in Jerusalem- 
Something clicked. And that was that.” 
They were married in 1974 and "begnn to 
look for a farm within our range." After 
they found one, "Everything was done by 
hand. Every guest dug a pail [of dirt] out of 
the pond.” 

Visitors today are' still invited ' to look 
around the garden and groves, and rarely 
leave without some plant or hdrbs. Guests 
are also shown the cluttered office from 
which the EcoNet operation works, staffed . 
entirely by volunteers. There are lots of 
journals, books and paintings, a small per- 
sonal computer and a photocopier - "the 
best gift anyone ever gave me," Shirley 
says. "Before that I had to copy out every- 
thing by hand.” •

FRESHWATER ANGLING IN ISRAEL 

Alan Roberts provides some guidelines £° r those who want to go fishing. 


Anything bites if ya got good bait 
I'm a goln‘ flshin ‘ 

Daddy's goln' flshin' 

Mama’s goln' flshin' too. 

I f you’re a freshwater angler, 
you’ve most probably been pin- 
ing for a scenic stretch of water - 
be it a lake, a dam, a reservoir, or a 
river running through it - In which to 
cast your line and do some fishing. 

Here’s some news you've been 
waiting to hear. There are fair fresh- 
water angling prospects In Israel - 
both still water and running water - 
at many natural fishing spots where 
It’s also the angler that gets hookedl 
And believe It or not, there are even 
some nice fish to be caught I Sound 
like a fishy story to you? It's not. 

If it's running water angling you're 
after, you'll concentrate your activi- 
ties around two trout hatcheries In 
the Galilee Panhandle: on the Dan 
River (Kibbutz Dan), and on the Snlr 
- Hafzbani River (Scion Farm). 
Rainbow Trout, indlginous to the 
streams and rivers of California and 
distinguishable by a lovely irides- 
cent line running down the length of 
their bodies, have made their way 
from the kibbutz hatcheries Into 
these rivers and provide good game 
fishing for anglers. 

Fishing permits are available 
from the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries Division, Hakirya, Tel 
Aviv, at a fee of NIS212. You are 
permitted to fish In the Jordan River 
and Its tributaries which Includes all 
the rivers above, as well as the Kin-

neret and other freshwater locales. 
The permit does not differentiate 
between fly fishing and spinning, 
nor between these methods and 
bait fishing, as is ihe norm in other 
countries where there are strict con- 
trols. Nor does the permit make any 
montlon of limits, or size of fish you 
have to return to the water. Most 
Israeli anglers are unaware that a 
permit is even available and fish 


without one - quite legallyl 
Your best results on these rivers 
are obtained spinning. Spinner of 
choice Is Mepps Black Fury Size 1 
or 2, but any spinner which Is small 
and which has a rotating silver or 
brass spoon is good enough. 
Mepps spinners are unavailable In 
Israel. If you don't have one, try the 
Thailand spinners available at most 
sports shops, but cut off the hairs 


before you use them. The trout 
don't go (or spinners with hairsi 
Fly fishing on these rivers is ex- 
tremely difficult because trees and 
bushes are copious, making It al- 
most Impossible to gel In a cast 
without getting fouled up in 
branches. Two good spots for fly 
fishing: from the bridge crossing the 
river on Kibbutz Dafna, and up-

S afed. The name alone conjure 
up a multitude of images. The 
highest city in Israel, Safed lit- 
erally means lo “overlook", and jus- 
tifiably so. With panoramic, breath- 
taking views over Mounts Meron, 
Carmel and Tabor, as well as Tiberi- 
as to the north, and the stunning 
Lake Kinneret to the south, it's im- 
possible not lo be drawn to this pret- 
ty little city with its coo) climate, 
clear air and tranquil village 
atmosphere. 

Safed also means "expectation", 
more specifically messianic expecta- 
tion and the notion of redemption. It Is 
this, for which Safed Is probably most 
famous. Back In, the 16th century 
when Jewish mysticism (kabbalah) 
reached'its zenith, Safed was known 
throughout the world as the spiritual 
center. The city's unique beauty saw 
scores of scholars and poets de- 
scending on her doorstep. Four cen- 
turies later. Safed still maintains that 
magnetic appeal drawing poets and 
mystics along with tourists to the pret- 
ty city high on Ihe hill. 

As an acronym, the word Safed 
also stands tor Art, Poetry and To- 
rah, and perhaps best sums up all 
that can be found in this enchanting 
city. It was In the early 1950s when 
most ol the city's Immigrants arrived 


In Safed, that the intriguing artists 
colony was established. 

Sated is a quaint city which offers 
visitors history, holy sites, nature 
preserves and picturesque scenery 
at any time of year. Like the old 
synagogues, the historical sites are 
mainly indoors, but there are nu- 
merous outdoor attractions. 
Throughout the spring there is an 
abundance of wild flowers to see. 
Around May is Lag B’Omer and the 
anniversary of the death of Shimon 
Bar-Yochai who is believed to have 
written the Zohar. 

Over 200,000 devotees come at 
this time of year to visit his tomb on 
Mount Meron. Many bring their 
three year old sons to give them 
their first haircut. The singing and 
dancing with the Torah, the road to 
. Meron lined with campers and pic- 
nickers tor days before the event is 
an amazing sight to behold. 

Steeped In history, arhcaeologl- 
cal finds date Safed as far back as 
the Canaanite period. However our 
first recorded information of the ex- 
istence of the city is in the list of 
fortresses constructed by Flavius 
Josephus during the period of the 
Second Temple, tn fact Safed's his- 
tory reflects the cycles of Jewish 
settlement In the land of Israel. 

Strolling through the partially re- 
stored Jewish quarter ol the old city. 
Is akin to being frozen in time. The 
crooked lanes, cobbled walkways 
and old ruins cry out to be explored. 
It is here you will discover some of 
the city’s more famous syna- 
gogues. The Abuhav synagogue Is 
named after the 16th century Span- 
ish Rabbi Yitzchak Abuhav. Large 
and imposing, the roof of this stun- 
ning building forms a dome on top of 
four pillars. There are threo holy

arks set along one of the walls. On 
one of these you will find the Abu- 
hav Torah said to be written by the 
Rabbi himself. The Torah is so sa- 
cred it Is only allowed to be taken 
out on Yom Klppur, Shavuot and 
Rosh Hashanah. Rabbi Abuhav is 
said to have designed the syna- 
gogue with kabbaliBtic designs 
whilst he was still living in Spain, 
and was then built according to his 
planes by his followers when they 
arrived In Safed. One legend tells 
that the synagogue was in fact built 
in Spain and miraculously moved to 
Safed overnight after the expulsion 
In 1492. One of the most striking 
aspects of this synagogue Is that it 
is predominantly blue in color. One 
theory Is that the color is supposed 
to suggest heaven, which induces 
thoughts of God. So the color helps 
people to direct their thoughts and 
prayers towards God. 

For those who are drawn to Safed 
for its great mystical and spiritual 
qualities, there are dozens of differ- 
ent synagogues with fascinating 
stories to visit. With so many great 
kabballsts burled here, just visiting 
the various grave sites can occupy 
a great deal of time. One of the most 
popular sites for religious singles, Is 
the grave at Amuka (meaning deep, 
and referring to the valley bearing 
the name), of Rabbi Yonatan ben 
Uziel. Legend has It that he never 
married either because of his empa- 
thy with lonely singles or In order to 
set right for others what he couldn't 
do for himself. Since his arrival in 
heaven he has been intervening in 
order to make matches for singles, 
it is said those who pray at his grave 
with devotion will meet their Intend- 
ed within the year. 

Still others are drawn to the artists 
quarter in Safed. Established In the 
early 19509 by a group of artists, 
painters end sculptors, they they 
were Inspired by Safed's rich histo- 
ry, mystical qualities, stunning land- 
scapes and enchanting courtyards 
and alleyways. 

Wander down to the general exhi- 
bition where there fa a selection ot 
sculptures and paintings of the 
many artists who lived in Safed over 
the years. 

The Printing Museum though 
founded in Jerusalem In 1954, was 
moved to Safed In 1962, because 
Safed, In 1570 had the country’s 
first Hebrew printing press. 

For those who have the time, It's 
definitely worthwhile to visit and talk 
with the residents of Safed. The 
original artists managed to get 
homes very cheaply. They bought 
ruins destroyed In the earthquake of 
1837 and partially restored them. 
Most of the artists living here are 
more than happy to talk to you 
about their work and show you 
around, since many of them work 
from their homes. • 

Re uven and Naomi Spiers, origi- 
nally from Canada, are one such cou- 
ple. Living In Safed since 1989, they 
run the Spiers studio. Reuven paints 
exquisite watercolore mainly of Safed 
landscapes and Its surrounding envi- 
rons, whilst Naomi does magnificent 
sculpting. They five In the artiste 
quarter, in a beautiful home which 
they restored themselves. 

"We moved to Safed because ot 
the artists quarter" says Naomi. 
"We decided that If we were going 
to open our own gallery, we had to 
be In a place' where people think ol 
when they think of pictures. _ 
Naomi's sculptures have a lot of 
mainly biblical themes. She admits,

that coming from a Bmalt town in 
Canada, It i9 easier for people to 
understand her work here. Howev- 
er, she Is quick to point out the 
biblical themes are not a Sated in- 
fluence it's something she has al- 
ways done. She also does a lot ot 
work with birds and animals. "Here, 
the big advantage is that everyone 
knows what I'm trying to say. In 
Canada, unless you're talking to an 
observant Jew or a born again 
Christen, someone’s likely to say 
'who's Moses.?' Then they ask if 
you are some kind ot religious nut," 
she says, laughing. 

"Here it's not just a case ol reli- 
gion, but also history and the family 
album." She reveals that some of 
the tourists she meets bring her all 
sorts of 8toris8 and insights Into bib- 
lical themes that she never knew. 
In Safed she says, "you almost feel 
Abraham could drop in and no-one 
would be particularly surprised."

stream, on Kibbutz Pan, just after 
the Dan leaves the Nature Reserve. 
(Enter via Kibbutz Dafna). 

Many classic spinning spots dot 
the banks all along this section of 
the river, and further downstroam, 
and if you are prepared to wade, 
you can access many more holes 
than otherwise. The trout are plenti- 
ful, though wary! Keep walking, 
preferably upstream so as not to 
dirty the water below. If a trout 
hasn't struck within ten minutes of 
your arrival al one spot, move on to 
another. You've been detected I 

Using a spinner, you may often 
find yourself hooking what's called In 
Hebrew a “Binti". (Folk living in (he 
Galilee Panhandle also call them 
"Zrumim"). The Afcalay Dictionary 
translates this as "Barbel" but in fad 
the “ Blnit * Is a kind ol Skiver Mullet. 
They are a protected s pedes, serv- 
ing a conservations! purpose, and 
should bo relumed to the water. Like 
Iho Rainbow Troul, their average 
weight is around halt a kilogram (1 
lb.), and pound for pound, they are 
marvelous fighters, providing the an- 
gler entertaining sport. 

The Snir River (Haltzbani) Is full 
of Rainbow Trout which have made 
(heir way from the Scion Farm Trout 
Hatchery Into the river. Fishing, 
however, Is not permitted In the Na- 
ture Reserve, oven though the per- 
mit from the Ministry of Agriculture 
covers this water and the Rainbow 
Troul are not a protected species. 
Fishing la permitted anywhere 
south of tho bridge on the Klryat 
Shmona-Hermon Road, and north 
of tho Pipes Bridge. The trout have 
migrated both upstream and down- 
stream of the Scion Farm Trout 
Hatchery, so If you spin, you're 
bound to catch. 

Anglers who prefer still water fish- 
ing (coarse fiBhing) have many 
more spots from which to choose. 

The kinneret is a superb coarse 
fishing locale. You II catch Full-Scale 
Carp, Mirror Carp, and St. Peter's 
Ftoh If your method and your bait are 
correct. Inevitably, you’ll always 
catch Catfish loo. Since Catfish are 
not kosher, they are more of a nui- 
sance than anything else. But they do 
provide the angler fair sport, and fight 
hard I They thrive In the Kinneret, and 
grow very brg. in Ihe United States, 
they are considered a delicacy. 

You'll need a cast of about 30 
meters at the Kinneret. Use a fixed 
sinker (tied to the end of your line), 
and about two feet up, attach your 
trace to a three - ringed swivel. If 
you haven't got the tackle, impro- 
vlsel The trace should be 16 to 20 
cm long. Some anglers like to fish 
with two traces, one above the oth- 
er, with a different bait on each, 

A carp usually prefers a paste bait 


or maize pips lo insects or earth- 
worms. Cover the entire hook with 
paste. It acts as a sinker, so don't use 
such a heavy lead one. This Is prefer- 
able because if your carp feels any 
resistance as it picks up Ihe bait, it will 
immediately drop it. Carp are far 
more intelligent than your Israeli su- 
permarket experience mil have you 
believe. A paste bait is made by 
kneading bread crumbs with raw 
egg. The consistency should be nei- 
ther too hard nor too soil, 

St. Peter's Fish love chicken 
hearts (!) Buy frozen chicken hearts 
from your local supermarket. Set up 
exactly the same rig as the one 
described above, only now, bait 
your hook with half a chicken heart. 
You're sure to catch, mostly pan - 
size ones, but a problem Is the Cat- 
fish. They also love chicken hearts. 
Don't be disappointed when you 
think you've hooked a St. Peter's 
Fish and It turns out to be a Cattish. 

The beat spots for St. Peter's Fish 
(and carp) are anywhere along the 
shores ol ihe Kinneret where there 
are reeds, bushes and wild vegeta- 
tion growing. Get as far away as 
possible from the jet skis and the 
motorboats. Classic coarse fishing 
spots lie to Ihe east and west of the 
mouth of the Jordan River among 
the reeds and half submereged 
trees, but only If you're willing to 
wade In the water. St. Peter's Fish- 
a species of Kurper - will attack a fly 
here if It is presented property. Use 
dullish brownB and beige colored 
flies rather than bright greens, reds 
and oranges. The brightly colored 
flies attract anglers mostly. 

Other good spots dot the entire 
length of coast north of Kibbutz 
Klnar along the shore of the Belt 
Zalda Nature Reserve. Fishing 
spots with easier access to the wa- 
ter are in the reservoir at Ramat 
Hamagshimlm, the dam at Kibbutz 
Merom Golan, the lake at Blrket 
Ram - ail on the Golan Heights - 
and in the Baruch Lake In the Jezre- 
el Valley. You ’III find excellent carp 
fishing at Ihese sites, with plenly of 
opportunity for the entire family to 
get In on the ad. 

Many artillcflal ponds around the 
country are open to the public, such 
as Eln Hadayag, MaayanTzvi, Yok- 
neam and the Ronlt Farm (across 
the coastal road from Kibbutz She- 
fayim), to mention a few. These 
ponds are slocked with Mirror Carp 
and SI. Peter's Fish (and some- 
times, in winter, with Rainbow 
Trout). Although the angler has to 
pay per kilogram. ~ on top of the 
entrance fee - lor all fish caught, 
they provide would-be anglers, se- 
nior citizen anglers who might prefer 
not to wade, and the whole family 
with an experience which can be 
lots ol good fun.

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T he water was quiet and placid, 
almost loo quiet. Our kayak 
moved sluggishly along the river 
and ll appeared lhat we would have 
to paddle strenuously to make any 
wogress at all. Suddenly we heard 
ominous sound of rushing water. 

When the falls came, there was 
little we could do but hold on tightly. 

It was over in a few seconds as our 
Kayak bounced through the water, • 
rushing down over a series of 
boulders. 

Kayaking on the Jordan may not 
be quite the equivalent of going over 
Niagara Falls In a barrel, but It has 
the advantage of being just as excit- 
ing as you want to make it, thanks to 
an arrangement between three Up- 
per Galilee kibbutzim which have 
banded together to provide three 
levels of excitement, making a day 
on the river something that every- 
one can enjoy. 

There Is a rough stretch of river, 
offered by Kibbutz Ma'ayan Baruch, 
a medium stretch organized by Kib- 
butz Hagoshrim and what Is de- 
scribed as the family stretch, suit- 
able even for small children and 
grandparents, is arranged by Kib- 
butz Kfar Blum. During a recent 
journalists' tour, organized by the 
three kibbutzim, our group of about 
15, Including one young woman In 
the early stages of pregnancy, went 
on Ihe medium and easy stretches 
of the river. 

. The cooperation between the 
three kibbutzim is not something 
that always existed. According to 
Mira Amos, the director of the kay- 
aks for Hagoshrim and Kfar Blum, 
the three until recently had been 
bitter competitors.

Eventually they realized, she 
said, that they each had a different 
product and that they could cooper- 
ate to provide a wide assortment of 
choices. Today, although the three 
kibbutzim still operate aa separate 
businesses, they have joint market- 
ing and publicity and help each oth- 
er out In other ways as well. Eventu- 
ally, she said, they may combine the 
three operations into one business. 

Even on these relatively easy 
stretches, there was excitement. At 
one point our kayak overturned, but 
the worst that happened was that 
one woman scratched her finger on 
a thorn from one of the many over- 
hanging raspberry bushes. We also 
suffered from some splashing from 
the overenthusiastic members of an 
army group who were going down 
the river at the same Urns we were, 
and imagined that we wanted to 
participate in their fun. 

The kayaks themselves are inflat- 
ed rubber craft, shaped like canoes, 
in which the passengers, two to a 
kayak, sit on the floor and rest their 
backs against an Inflated pillow. 
There are holes In the front and 
back of the kayaks, ensuring thal 
however Inept the passengers, the 
kayaks cannot fill up with water. The 
holes also mean that a steady 
stream of water flows through the 
vessel, so that the passengers are 
making their way In the. river, rather 
than above It. 

The water Is chilly, but hardly as 
cold as a mountain stream I floated 
down in an Inner tuba In upper New 
York state a few years ago. After that 
excursion, I couldn't feel my rear end

Here the river 
provides a refreshing change from 
the hot weather all around. 

Indeed, floating down the river 
gives one a feeling of being some- 
where completely cul off from the rest 
of the world. Not only Is the water 
cool, It provides a feeling of calm, 
even when It is rushing over rapids. 

The double paddle on a alumi- 
num pole is easy to handle, but for 
novices such as ue, It was also rela-

lively Ineffective. After furiously try- 
ing to steer our way, we found that 
the kayak went pretty much where 
the river wanted It to go and the best 
we could do was use the paddle to 
push ourselves away from the 
banks or the occasional tree or rock 
jutting up in the water. 

Once we had come to this conclu- 
sion, our journey downstream be- 
came far easier. All we had to do 
was lie back and admire the trees 


and flowers in full bloom. Though 
our hosts (old us that ii we were 
lucky, we might calch a glimpse of a 
porcupine or wild boar, Ihe only ani- 
mals we managed to see were oc- 
casional turtles, who were no doubt 
the only beasts not fast enough to 
run when ll heard us coming. 

There was, however, the occa- 
sional splash of a fish making a 
majestic leap into the water, (he 
flash of a brightly colored bird, or the 
view of raptors slowly circling over 
our heads. Perhaps the most im- 
pressive of the fauna were the lumi- 
nous. bluish-green dragonflies that 
occupied one small stretch, shim- 
mering in the shaded light. 

Our only regret wbb that we had 
to keep to our schedule. It was with 
considerable envy that we watched 
other kayakers slopping at inviting 
stretches along the bank to have a 
swim in the river, or enjoy a picnic 
lunch, or split open a watermelon 
which had been keeping cool on the 
floor of the kayak. 

Those who are planning to lake a 
kayak down the river should come 
prepared, with shoes that can get 
wet and a change of clothing or a 
bathing suit. They should bring a hat 
and a shirt, and perhaps also sun- 
screen, to protect them from (he 
sun. Glasses and sun glasses 
should be securely tied on, to keep 
them from getting lost in the river. 
The price of the kayak ride Is 
■ NIS 75 per couple for the "wild" 
stretch of Ma’ayan Baruch, and 
NIS 60 each for the “medium" and 
eaBy stretches of Hagoshrim and 
Kfar Blum, respectively. It is also a 
good idea to reserve a kayak In 
advance, especially during school 
vacation and in particular on shab- 
bat.

Making things sound simpler than they 
arc is a habit of hers. “Hershell knows 
everyone in the country who came original- 
ly [in 19481 - which helps [the funding].” 
“Shirley sometimes exaggerates just a lit- 
tle." Hershell counters. "Most of those 
(people] are dead." 

Some funding or support arrives nftcr the 
Bcnyamins persistently push their causes 
with those most likely to be affected. For 
example, they persuaded a well-known Ei- 
lat hotelier that the sewage being dumped 
off the resort's const would harm the tourist 
trade and the coral reef. The pressure, to- 
gether with a lawsuit against the city initiat- 
ed by Adam. Teva Ve’din, persuaded the 
hotelier to start lobbying the municipality to 
build pipelines to take the sewage for treat- 
ment and reuse in agriculture. 

O ne of the biggest projects the group is 
working on is for research on the use of 
pesticides. "Wc have n [grant] proposal out 
for about $150,000 on pesticides. The major 
part of that money is for doing the tests, 
which are terribly expensive.” Shirley notes. 

It is not the first time they have dealt with 
the subject. A few years ago, EcoNct fund- 
ed the public health study of aerial spraying 
of cotton in two Galilee kibbutzim. Dr. 
Elihu Richter, head of the unit of occupa- 
tional and environmental health nl (he He- 
brew Univcrsily-Hadassnh Medical School, 
found metabolites of orgnnophosphntcs in 
the urine of the kibbutz members. The dis- 
covery led to significant reductions in acrinl 
spraying and the shift towards the use of 
less-toxic substances. 

Organophosphntes - nerve poisons which 
have been rejected for military applications 
for being too unstable and dangerous - nre 
used ns pesticides. They have been found to 
impair language command, shorten alien- 


lion span and cause memory failure and 
motor disabilities in people, even years af- 
ter exposure. 

f . T hc Bcnyamins do not use pesticides in 
heir garden and farm. Our conversation is 
interrupted as an extra load of compost 
arrives. 'We also produce our own but it’s 
not enough." 

They cat fish and meat - - Shirley knows 
I d never eat anything she told me was health 
food. sa^HerehelN but worry about hor- 
mones and additives given livestock. 

Another issue which concerns them is the 
use of asbestos. "We are very concerned 
that some kindergarten roofs and play- 
ground equipment still contain asbestos." 
Shirley says. 

The subjects are depressing, but they 
both have their own ways of coping: "Well. 
I read Agatha Christie books over and over 
again at night." says Shirley. For Hershell. 
relaxation comes in the form of gardening. 

Their hopes for the future center on pro- 
viding inspiration for other activist groups. 

"There arc very mnny groups working on 
raising nwnreness. particularly in schools," 
says Shirley. "And I sny: ‘Kol hakavotl 
lahenu' [Good for them], but to raise the 
children’s awareness of air pollution in Hai- 
fa is not the solution, unless you tell them to 
stop breathing. It's not the children who arc 
polluting the air in Haifa, but factories, 
which have to have different standards.” 

She is a believer in the "make the pollul- 
er pny principle," but would be happier still 
to sec industrialists start thinking about en- 
vironmental problems as they plan their 
factories and not after they have become 
established. "People don't pollute because 
they wnnt to, but because they haven't been 
taught what to do about it." she sny s. 

“Instead of building more power stations 
wc should be trying to encourage people to 
save electricity - which saves fuel - instead of

encouraging them to use more. Someone is 
making a fortune out of the power we’re 
wasting," site says. She condemns thc Israel 
Electric Company's latest campaign to pro- 
mote greater electricity consumption. "Lights 
should be used where they're needed." 

Energy conservation is a way of life for thc 
Bcnyamins. In winter, they insulate their bal- 
cony windows with plnstic sheets to save heat, 
and they arc installing shades to keep out the 
hot air in the summer. "You have to keep out 
the hot air; it’s not enough to keep out the 
sun. I don't have an air conditioner and I 
don’t intend to get one. It’s a tremendous 
waste of energy." Shirley says. 

But even their eco-fricndly home cannot 
keep nil the Ihrcnls away. "Knrkur is being 


spoiled by contractors building on liny plots 
where the garden is just a corridor," Her- 
sheJI says. Shirley is even more concerned 
about thc effects of thc Trans-Israc] High- 
way (Rond No. 6). which she fears will 
spread urban blight the length of the coun- 
try. from Bccrehcbn to thc Galilee. 

"Wc should have more trains, particular- 
ly as thc country is long and thin; the ideal 
shape for train transport," says Shirley. 

In fact, the Bcnyamins want more public 
transport altogether. They decry the fact 
that to gel to Jerusalem to collect their 
environmental award, it was cheaper to 
travel in a private car than by bus. Snys 
Shirley: "That’s exactly the opposite of how 
it should be." ■

“Wc needed lots of courage to go on," 
Ibrahim continues. “It affected each of us 
differently. It was very difficult for me to 
swallow what had happened. The courage 
lay in not blaming my Israeli colleagues for 
Ihe act of a lunatic. The message of this play 
is exactly against such acts of senseless ha- 
tred, so we said, it’s our duty to go on.” 
Awad, too, found the massacre difficult 
to deal with. *T thought of quilting but I 
didn’t because we have to allow people to 
pay attention to one another. I fell the 
obligation to contribute to the building of a 
bridge between our peoples.” 

Ironically, the first joint rehearsal was 
only three days after the Hebron killings. 

“We talked more than we worked,” says 
Baniei, "and it was (he same after the 
bombings at Hadera and Afula. There was 
anger and pain, frustration, depression and 
despair on both sides, but wc kept going.” 
Orna Katz plays Juliet in the production 
opposite Halifa Natur’s Romeo. Over the 
phone, after opening night, she was weary 
and fed up with questions, because, predict- 
ably, this Romeo and Juliet has aroused a 
huge amount of media interest worldwide, 
and Katz has been interviewed extensively. 

“I thought it was a great idea," she says 
of the joint production, ’’but I had my 
doubts because 1 was afraid that it would all 
become a gimmick, that we'd not measure 
up to the material at the artistic level. But 
my doubts disappeared ns we worked. 

“Of course the killings affected all of us 
and of course it was hard, but it added 
something to the work. The desperation, 
the anger and the sorrows came from real 
events. Did wc lenrn something from each 
other? Look, the Palestinians arc involved 
in Israeli culture because of the occupation. 
We are not involved in theirs and so of 
course we got something." 

W hile the Capulcts arc all Jewish Israe- 
lis, the Montagues arc not all Pales- 
tinians, though all arc Arab. Nntur, a Klinn 
Theater company member, is nn Israeli 
Arab, as is the Haifa Theater's Mohn mined 
Bakri, who plays Mcrcutio. 

The charismatic Bnkri has no problem 
with conflicting allegiances. His loyalties 
"arc to my culture and roots, which arc 
Palestinian, and to my stale which is Israel. 
Right now I belong to Mcrcutio, who's very 
much his own man." 

/I plague o’both your houses. 1

lence that ends in the lovers' deaths and 1

enmity” as Capulet sadly names their dead 
children. 

There was no need to belabor the obvious 
in this production, says Awad; no need for 
obvious symbols like keffiyehs or uniforms. 
The story, the way both casts worked apart 
and together, transmits (he message. 

“Wc didn’t minimize but used the differ- 
ences that arc between us," says Baniei, 
and cites the crashing of the Capulet’s party 
by the Monlngucs “and what do you sup- 
pose the presence of Arab speakers docs to 
(he party?" he demands rhetorically. “Na- 
tlonnl identity plays a major role on both 
sides." 

National identity caused a sponsorship 
crisis as well. The $1.4 million production is 
funded by the Lille Festival in France, the 
Land Nordrhcin-Westphalia Festival of 
Germany and by the Jerusalem Founda- 
tion. The Berlin Festival was one of the 


original sponsors, Baniei says, but pulled 
out when the Berlin Jewish community ob- 
jected to love scenes between an Arab and 
a Jew. 

Objections also came from Hamas lead- 
ers on religious grounds. 

Romeo and Juliet will travel to the Lille 
Festival in October, to Westphalia and 
Paris for a two-week engagement. 

The media circus this production has be- 
come includes congratulatory telegrams 
and letters from all over. One of the latest 
messages was sent by the cast and crew of A 
Month by the Lake, which is Filming in 
Turino. 

The letter offers good wishes to this “pro- 
duction for peace"; one of the all-star signa- 
tories is actress and PLO fellow-traveler 
Vanessa Redgrave, an outspoken opponent 
of brae! since the 1967 war. 

Locally Romeo and Juliet is playing for

only 30 performances on a dramatic set of 
black towers and catwalks in nn old Electric 
Company warehouse near Jerusalem’s Lib- 
erty Bell Garden. Originally the production 
was to have been at Ihe Citadel. Rumors 
insisted that the change of venue was due to 
security reasons and because of death 
threats to the participants. 

Security was n concern, Baniei admits, 
but the reality is more prosaic. "The citadel 
is too dramatic a venue and would have 
dwarfed the production," he says. “Also it 
would have cost too much and we conduct- 
ed a poll among our subscribers. Very few 
of them were willing to come to the Old 
City.” 

Understanding the play will not be a 
problem. Thanks to computer wizardry, 

Hebrew, Arabic and English supertillcs are 
projected above the stage. 

N ow that the production is a reality, 

Baniei says that “everything I wanted 
people to understand they now grasp. The- 
ater must reach beyond the routine to touch 
hearts and minds. With theater you can say 
loudly and clearly what 1,000 politicians 
can’t get across."

"I thought Romeo and Juliet could work

Awad and Baniei told the same story 
about al-Kasaba actor Haled al-Massu, who 
plays Balthasar. Al-Massu had trouble get- 
ting a permit to come to rehearsals and the 
Civil authorities detained him the dny of the .

A Berry Sweet Summer 

You can’t pick cranberries or blueberries here, but imported berry products 

can be used in favorite recipes.

A nyone who has ever lived in or visited 
North America knows that Ameri- 
cans and Canadians have an unbri- 
dled passion for just about any kind 
of berry. In fact. Americans nrc so devot- 
ed to berries that going into the woods in 
indulge in berry-picking hns. at one lime 
or another, been the among the favorite 
activities of such diverse chnnitMcrs tis 
Miles St an dish. Chief Silting Bull. Theo- 
dore House veil and J. Edgar Hoover.

Henry 
Miller, who judged it “an. activity fit only 
for young children and other illiterates." 

Only two of America's favorite berries. 

I he cranberry and the blueberry, are un- 
live to that continent: fossil remains found 
in Massachusetts indicate that both have 
been around for ns long its 40.000 years. 

Cranberries were especially popular 
among the Native Americans of the states 
now known ns Massachusetts. Oregon mid 
Washington. One of the favorite dishes or 
Nprth American Indians was pcnunicuit. u 
dish made by combining crushed ernnher- 
ric,s with dried deer, meal and melted foi, 
In addition to admiring them for their 
flavor.

T his week I visited the Sheraton ...d the Hilton hotels In Tel Aviv, each of which 
is currently host,n E 1 . berry fesuvnl. The dessert menus of the lobby lounaes of 
both hotels have been specially modified for the festivals, with the Sheraton 
offering dishes based on wild blueberries and the Hilton serving desserts and 
beverages made with cranberries. In both cases whnt I found delighted me 
Being somewhat of a purist and liking the undiluted flavor of either of these 
berries, my own favorites at both hotels were the muffins and the parfaits which 
were rich, smooth and full of the natural flavor of the berries. 

Also rewarding nt the Sheraton were the hltieberries with whipped cream and a 
cocktail based on Creinc de Casis, Cointreau, Tin Maria, Vodka and blueberries At 
the Hilton, my preferences are for the crepes with Cranberries, and the apple pie’ 
with cranberries.

In the Middle Cast, polities and fond 
seem to go hand in hand, and the 
opening of an Italian restaurant in an 
Arab-owned hotel in eastern Jerusa- 
lem is not without its political 
implications. 

This was made clear by Mona 
Matin, the feisty young manager of 
the Ambassador, who invited us to try 
the new eating place with her. 

The restaurant was launched with a 
view to feeding Palestinian officials 
and international advisers nnd experts 
who have been coming to Jerusalem 
since the beginning of autonomy in 
Gaza and Jcriclin. Local residents arc 
welcome as well, bill Israelis will Eiave 
to overcome hesitancies about entmg 
in the Arab prut of the city. 

If they do come, they will find a 
restaurant which is subtly different, not 
in quality bul in atmosphere, from the 
Jcwish-owned establishments. This is 
evident, for example, in a certain for- 
mality of decor, table settings and 
service. 

Il was also evident in the excellent 
smoked fish that made up the antipas- 
to, with which we opened our meal. 
Other items in the antipasto wagon 
included a satisfactory, but not out- 
standing. smoked meat, some very 
tasty marinated zucchini, tomatoes, 
mozzarella and basil in olive oil, and a 
mushroom salad, which unfortunately 
had been made with tinned 
mushrooms. 

We also enjoyed some very tasty 
fresh rolls and garlic butter with the 
first course. And just to show that we 
had not forgotten politics, we also 
savored a bottle of Gamla Cabernet 
Snuvignon, the wine of a cellar (lint is 
threatened with being a victim of Lhe 
peace process. 

I then went on to a pasta course, 
fetlucini carbonara, made with smoked 
meat and cream, with only tlie hint or 
an egg in the sauce. Though this ouc 
was very subtle, I would have preferred 
a more robust Version -in which the hot 
pasta nnd meat ere mixed with n raw' 
egg. My companion, who ordered spa- 
ghetti' al'arablatfl, a dish with n tomato 
sauce in which hot pepper is promi- 
nently featured, had no problems with 
undue subtlety. 

The o5so bueo which I tried for my 
main course was generous, tender and 
1 well-seasoned. Qnd swam. in a rich to- 
mato sauce. By this time I could have, 
done without the accompanying pota- 
toes and cooked vegetables, but I jcjin: 
imagine that someone not ordering a 
■pasta and a nlain coukse would appre- 
ciate therrir 

My companion's veal scallopini was 
equally successful, but the salad, 
made with finely chopped vegetables 
' in the local tradition. Woke any illu- 
sipn that we mighf be eating in Italy. 

' Also less than Italian was the dish 
■ lifted on the: menu as tiramisu, which 
was quite gopd, but quite unlike any 
llmmisu I have ever eaten, in Italy or 
out of it. My companion, on the other 
; hand, thoroughly- enjoyed her bavarian • 
cream without any worries about

Check it Out 

A venerable US magazine sets standards for product evaluations 

that we can only dream about.

K cadcrs frequently ask whether there is 
an Israeli equivalent of Consumer Re- 
ports to assist them in their shopping 
choices. Unfortunately, there isn't - 
nor is there ever likely to be. This famous 
American magazine has few peers. 

For those unfamiliar with it. Consumer 
Reports is published monthly by n non* 
profit organization culled Consumers 
Union (CU). Since 1937, the CU has been 
publishing independent, objective reports 
on everything from loaves of bread to auto- 
mobiles, to assist the American consumer in 
making informed shopping decisions. 

Rliodn H. Knrpatkin, the president of 
CU, was in Israel last week as guest of the 
Hisladrut's Consumer Protection Authority 
(CPA). Karpatkin is also a past president 
and current vice president of the Interna- 
tional Organization of Consumers Unions 
(IOCU); the Histadrut CPA is a member of 
its governing council. 

It was the fourth visit to Israel for Karpat- 
kin, who is Jewish and has relatives here. 

After talking to Karpatkin in Tel Aviv, I 
began to understand why a country the size 
of ours will probably never produce a maga- 
zine comparable to Consumer Reports, 
which is totally independent. 

Karpatkin explained that there are only 
two other consumer publications In the 
world - Which in the UK and Choice in 
Australia - which have enough money to 
maintain their own independent testing lab- 
oratories. A few other non-profit consumer 
magazines, in Europe and New Zealand, 
use outside laboratories. 

Consumers Union, says Karpatkin, has 
an annual budget of $120 million, derived 
entirely from the sale of its magazine and 
from contributions by individunls, which 
may not exceed $5,000 per person. No cor- 
porate contributions are accepted. 

Consumer Reports carries no advertising 
whatsoever. It buys all the products It tests on 
the open market. It has just built a new 
Testing and Research Center in Yonkers, 
NY. and has what Karpatkin calls a "siaic-of- 
thc-arts track’ 1 for car testing in Connecticut. 

Consumer Reports has n circulation of 
nearly five million, almost nil by subscription 
- only 150,000 copies monthly are sold nt 
newsstands. Consumers Union also publishes 
a children's magazine, Zillions, and a range 
of single-subject consumer guidebooks. 

Karpatkin expresses doubts that a coun- 
try the size of Israel could support a compa- 
rable Independent consumer Journal. 

"Here, there is a very small market," she 
says. “Starting a magazine is a publishing 
task. You must htwc a considerable amount 
of Initial risk capital, and it requires a high 
level of professional journalism.” Soliciting 
subscriptions Tequlrps sophisticated mar- 
keting techniques. 

Consumer Reports covers a mind-bog- 
gling range of products and services, from 
garden hoses to mutual funds. It docs not 
shy away from controversial subjects; it has 
recently run a three-part scries on alterna- 
tive medicine (acupuncture, homeopathy, 
ajid chiropractic). ' ■

When it comes to practical help for shop- 
pers In the local marketplace, however, its 
usefulness is limited, 

While the general advice about a particu- 
lar catogory or product may have some ap- 
plicability here, the specific product models 
tested arc rarely the same as those sold 
here. And measurements are given in feet, 
inches, pounds and ounces. 

In one article on washing machines, I 
found hardly any information relevant to 
the sizes or types of machines commonly 
sold in Israel. An article on micrownve ov- 
ens was more enlightening, but I had to dig 
out my American tape-measure, with mea- 
surements in inches, to work out that my 
microwave oven is in the “small" rather 
than "medium" category. 

An article on the safety of baby cribs had 
quite a bit of useful general Information, 
(hough measurements for the safe distance 
between slats (to prevent a baby from fail- 
ing through or from getting its head stuck) 
were given in inches. Information on how to 
check the safety of hand-me-down cribs was 
universally applicable. 

As in the US, there are mandatory safety 
Standards here for the manufacture of new 
baby cribs, set by the Israel Standards Insti- 
tute » Many brands cony the ISI emblem 
(Mv tekeu). to show they comply. ;

to 4 p.m., or Friday, 9 a.m. to 12 noon. 
Photocopies of articles can be made for 25 
agorot a page. 

Sometimes the library staff allow extra 
copies to be taken out by those with bor- 
rowing rights. 

Curiously, the American Cultural Center 
in Tel Aviv does not carry Consumer Re- 
ports. 

In Tel Aviv, you can browse through back 
issues of the magazine at the offices of the 
Histadrut Consumer Protection Authority, 
93 Arlosoroff St., but only on Monday and 
Thursday mornings, 9 a.m. to 12 noon. 

Up-to-date issues of Consumer Reports 
magazine are sold at some bookshops, sup- 
plied by the Michelle Import Agenoy. The 
retail price is NTS 18.90 per issue. The US 
newsstand price is $2.95 (about NIS 8,85). 

The Granit chain (03-561-1580) sells 
Consumer Reports at all branches (Jerusa- 
lem in Center One; Tel Aviv at Dizengoff 
Center and in Beit Sokolov; and in Ra’an- 
ana, Kfar Saba, Rehovot, Haifa University 
Klrynt Bialik, Karmiel, Afula, and Ben 
Gurion Airport).

YOU CAN, of course, subscribe to Con- 
sumer Reports directly from the US. For 
overseas subscribers, an annual subscrip- 
tion costs $28 for 12 issues, plus an end-of- 
year bonus Buying Guide. (This is $6 more 
than US subscribers pay.) Per month, not 
including the bonus issue, that's NIS 7 per 
issue. You may incur local bank charges for 
currency exchange and money transfer 
abroad. 

Your magazine will arrive surface mail, 
usually a month or two late. A disadvan- 
tage is that many articles are timed to coin- 
cide with seasonal products. 

If you wish to order direct from the pub- 
lisher abroad, the address is Consumer Re- 
ports, Subscription Director, POB 53029, 
Boulder, CO 80322, USA. 

Alternatively, you can subscribe through 
the local Michelle Agency for US books and 
magazines, which imports in bulk via Airmail 
and then forwards them to local addresses. It 
claims the current issue will reach your home 
by the 10th of its publication month. In the 
Sharon region only, (here is door-to-door 
delivery by messenger. 

To receive Consumer Reports in this way 
costs twice as much, at NIS 13.99 per issue, 
and you don’t get the Buying Guide. But 
some people may find it more convenient to 
order locally and pay in local currency by 
credit card or postdated checks. Michelle 
Agency’s phone number is 09-987338. Its 
mailing address is POB 120, Moshav Bnei 
Zion, 60910. 

Michelle tells me it has nearly 60 regular 
subscribers to Consumer Reports , most of 
them in Jerusalem. 

If speed doesn’t matter, and you are will- 
ing to chance missing an occasional issue, 
Michelle manager Joe Ezekiel can put your 
name on a list to receive regular mailings of 
returns of unsold issues. This costs NIS 9 
per issue, plus NIS 1 for mailing. 

At the Moshav Bnei Zion warehouse 
(Sun. through Thurs., 9 a.m. to 7 p.m., 
Friday until 2 p.m.), Michelle regularly sell* 
backdated issues of US magazines, includ- 
ing Consumer Reports, at NIS 9 apiece. 

During a 20-day summer sale, starting to- 
day, Michelle will sell backdated US maga- 
zines for NIS 5 per issue. You can order bolh 
magazines and American books by phone. 

-SHOPPING GUIDES published by Israeli 
consumer organizations tend to provide 
genera] advice and local market surveys, 
relying on data supplied by manufacturers, 
rather than Independent lab test results, 
due to budgetary constraints.

Bauhaus 
to Our 
House

E xhibitions of the work of architects arc 
usually puzzling affairs, even to those 
who can read plans. Models are not 
always a help; it usually takes excellent 
photography to give the layman nn idea of 
the true scope and scale of the oeuvre. 

The current Israel Museum memorial 
show of the work of the late pioneer Haifa 
architect and teacher Munla GUai-Wein- 
raub (1909-1970) is an exception to this 
rule. Weinraub’s no-nonsense approach to 
architecture and interior design, coupled 
with a deceptive simplicity, make his plans 
easy to read; and the general layout of the 
show (by design curator Isika Gaon) and 
some recently recreated models of Wcin- 
raub's early housing, all contribute to the 
making of an enjoyable visit. 

' Also on view arc some originals and re- 
creations of Wcinraub chairs, several of 
which became the prototype of many chairs 
made here during the 1930s and 1940s. 
Light And simple, they were also sit table. 

Another factor in the rcuduhility of this 
show is its Bauhaus heritage, with its striv- 
ing for simple, unadorned forms that follow 
function. For Polish-born Wcinraub was a 
student at the Bauhaus under Mies van dcr 
Rohe and wns once expelled, for n year, for 
leftist political agitation; Mies did not like 
anyone rocking his boat. But Mies, while 
sacking Weinrnub as n student, promptly 
hired him to work in his office, a measure of 
the master’s appreciation or (he young teen- 
ager's talents. 

Hitler did not take to the liauhaus. nor 
did he take to Mies van der Rohe, who was 
quite willing to work for Der 1-uUrer if he 
could be left alone. Hitler declined and 
,Mics left for the US. where he promptly 
nailed anti-Nazi colors to his mast. Wein* 
raub wns by then settled in Palestine, where 
heat once found work, first as a designer al 
the Levant Fnir and then with Al Mansfeld, 
with whom he entered into a period of long 
collaboration; both also became professors 
& the Tcchnion. 

Weinraub’s severe functionalism did not 
prevent him from finding elegant, even' 
beautiful solutions; just look at the photos 
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Michel Quarez: Aids Awareness poster E 
(Israel Museum) (, 

and model of his water tower. The models 
of his early single-family houses arc excel- 
lent in their use of proportion and relation 
of windows to walls. 

Yet it is hard to escape the fact (hat 
Wcinraub and others like him were (he 
fathers of box architecture exposed on all 
sides to the effects of sun and weather. 
Even Weinraub's major buildings, often in 
collaboration with others, have a brutal as- 
pect to their design and finish; a full scale 
model of a cast window casement in the 
show docs nothing to dispel this feeling. 

Of course, the ugly mass building that 
characterized the first few decades of the 
stale derived from a total misunderstanding 
ns to what Wcinraub and other Bauhaus- 
influcnccd architects were all about. Even 
Arab villages, previously part of the land- 
scape, suddenly sprouted ovcr-dccorntcd 
derivations of the international style. Hap- 
pily. nil this is changing, as charm and indi- 
viduality. coupled with lighter, quicker and 
cheaper methods of building, lake over. |/ 
Also in this pavilion is o charming show j; 
of conlcmporary French product design, 
assembled from a recent donation by the 
Friends of the Museum in Paris, which also b 
brought here an accompanying display of a: 
attractive painterly posters donated to the rt 
museum by their French designer. Michel (I 
Quarez (b. Damascus, 1938. trained in R 
France nml Warsaw). Quarez sees his work . a 
a* high art nnd why not? It has a free touch a 
and the excellent compositions are chorac- p 
terized by superb use of high color. v 
The product display, which features de- b 
signs by Sylvain Dubuisson and Phillipc l< 
Starck. is characterized by good taste, high ti 
finish and in some cases, also by high color, 
a*, in a minimalist metal chair for instance. E 
This chair looks a bit austere for the back. - 
however. The real test of these products is 
handling and use, but these arc, under- 
standably. denied ihc visitor.

In the adjoining galleries are a large num- 
ber of standing sculptures in painted wood, 
as well as paintings and relief collages, all 
rather rigidly decorative, by Yoram Afck 
(b. Kibbutz Shoval. 1951) a teacher al the 
Ramat Hasharon art college. Afek is a cul- 
and-paste man, in wood as well as paper, 
and his sculptures and reliefs are all com- 
posed in linear fretwork; the configurations 
vary, but not the mode or basic idea. I liked 
best a clever collage of cut papers un- 
touched by colors and employing d repeti- 
tion of a negative cutout. 

In the mezzanine gallery, calligrapher 
Edna Mlron-Wapner shows some very fine 
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Clarlsa Casslau: composition, acrylic 
(Jerusalem Artists House) 

pointings on paper thm manage to bridge 
two cultures. The artist docs gestural ab- 
stract ions of Hebrew lettering in the style of 
Japanese sumi-e painting, n union which, 
given the more limited nnd awkward nature 
of the Hebrew alphabet, has proved filial to 
other Israeli painters. 

Miron recently studied Japanese paper 
making and sumi (ink wash) painting with a 
Japanese master in California and brings to 
her art a good sense of composition nnd a 
deep understanding of (lie directional Japa- 
nese stroke and how to embellish it with a 
wet -on-wet ■ approach. The compositions 
vary in quality: the kakemono doesn't work 
at all while a vertical triptych is excellent •. 
all the successful ones project a feeling of 
genuine honesty. 

Interestingly enough, this type of abstract 
calligraphic painting has long enjoyed enor- 
mous popularity all over Japan nnd is still 
featured in annual competitions. 

Down in the entrance gallery arc some 
competently handled symbolic pain lings by 
Reuma Shlomovltch (b. 1954) that never- 
theless barely rise nbove illustration. An art 
teacher, the nr list recently studied at the 
Avni Institute. (Jerusalem Artists House).

PORTRAITS AND interiors, most af them 
oils on canvas, by David Boskovich (b.Tel 
Aviv, 1954) are a curious mixture of drawing 
and painting, sophistication and naively. 
Some of the characters, like the artist's 
grandfather, are superbly delineated. Other 
works are smeary or quite clumsy in drawing. 

Yet, in nearly every case - and thanks 
possibly to an innate gift for composition and 
a feeling for high color - Boskovich manages 
to produce a convincing picture. Background 
details, decorative in character, arc cleverly 
worked into the arrangement. Among the 
more pedestrian portraits is a depiction of the 
artist’s late father, the noted composer Uriel 
Boskovich (Nora Gallery, 9 Ben-Maimon, 
Jerusalem).

rowing up in Lis Angeles in the '70s, 
Jervey Tcrvalon managed to avoid the 
burgeoning gang life-style. When out- 
side gang members would scale the 
fence at Foshay Junior High School, he and a 
friend would hide in the ball box in the gym. 
In high school, lie and his college-bound 
friends were interested in girls and grades. 

But Tcrvalon couldn't escape the some- 
times tragic fallout of gangs a decade later 
when he taught English at the city's Locke 
High School, an outpost fellow teachers 
wryly referred to as the "foreign legion." 
One of his students - "ihc lust kid in the 
world who would he disrespectful" - was 
shot to death in » phone booth after basket- 
ball practice, a ease of mistaken identity. 
Another student suffered a nervous break- 
down nftcr his cousin was gunned down 
during a dispute. 

"He was another impressive young man- 
politc, haul-working, u good student, the 
kind of guy that if you Imd him for n son 
you’d be happy,” Tcrvalon, 35, says. 
"When f saw him starling to crack up, 
displaying odd behavior that was just totally 
unusual for him - crying and laughing, caus- 
ing scenes - I wondered, ’What the hell is 
going on? It’s like a war out there.' ” 

Like post-traumatic stress syndrome found 
in war veterans, Tcrvalon realized, "You’re 
seeing this in kids. Young people arc shat- 
tered." Galvanized by the experience, Tcrva- 
lon began writing a novel about the struggles 
of black young people in Los Angeles. 

Understand This, which Tcrvalon com- 
pleted while in a graduate writing program, 
was published in February by William Mor- 
row. It’s a gritty tale about the emotional 
aftershocks that follow a senseless killing. 

Told from eight points of view in alternat- 
ing chapters that crackle with street argot, 
the novel opens as high-school senior Fran- 
cois Williams sees his best friend, Doug, 
shot and killed by Doug's drug-addict girl- 
friend minutes after the two youths had

We kind of ignore it 
and think only of the external. Sometimes 
there's fear and depression, but you don't 
see it. You just see the veneer of a kid that's 
unscarred, but inside they’re suffering." 

Tervalon, who recently completed a one- 
year screenwriting fellowship at Walt Dis- 
ney Co.’s Hollywood Pictures division, has 
a second novel - "a fictional family history 
of black L. A. over the last 30 years" - that 
is in the hands of his agent. And he is well 
into a third novel about the black communi- 
ty in Santa Barbara. 

“I’d like to put together n body of work 
that really explores the material of black life 
toward the end of the 20th cenluiy," he 
says. “I just hope I can really utilize the 
material like Faulkner did - take the prob- 
lems and complexities of a small community 
and make them timeless and universal." ■

T ropical Synagogues is a delightfully 
readable anthology of 22 narratives 
that underscore the literary contribu- 
tion of Jewish authors to the contempo- 
raiy Latin American literary scene. 

The collection, edited by Mexican author 
and critic llan Stavans, introduces this rich 
repository of modern Latin American writ- 
ing, exploring the issues of vanishing tradi- 
tions and the subjects of assimilation and 
acculturation. 

The story of Jewish immigration to Argen- 
tina, Mexico, Brazil and other countries of 
the hemisphere is presented through litera- 
ture in a compelling and provocative manner. 

Stavans’s scholarly introduction places 
Jewish letters from Latin America in nn 
overall context. Alberto Gcrchunoff, the 
author of "The Jewish Gniichos," is pre- 
sented as the forerunner of this literary 
tradition, a figure as important as Mcndclc 
Mocher Sforim in the development of the 
eastern European Yiddish narrative. Moa- 
cyr Sdiar, the Brazilian novelist who auth- 
ored The Centaur in the Garden, is equated 
to Sholom Alcichcm because of his fertile 
imagination and memorable fables. 

Olhor writers like the Guatemalans Vic- 
tor Perera and Atcinn Ltibilch Domccq, the 
Mexicans Margo Glanlz mid Angelina 
Muniz-Hubcrman, and the Argentines Ger- 
man Rozcnmnchcr anti Isidore Blnislen arc 
also discussed in a way that highlights their 
irtlslk contribution. 

The introduction provides valuable in- 
sights into Ihc diversity and heterogeneity 
of contemporary Latin American society. 

One of the anthology's most engaging 
stories is "Love," by Cidricc Lispcetor. The 
piece holds a place in Brazilian letters com- 
parable to Virgina Woolf’s The Mark on the 
WW/in English literature. It is the riveting 
psychological portrait of a woman exploring 
"tc consequences of her anguished exis- 
tence during a simple bus ride.

5 uddenly, historians of architecture 
have discovered that Tel Aviv is a 
treasure trove of buildings in the style 
of the Bauhaus and other schools that 
were once on the cutting edge of modernity. 

This discovery has given rise to exhibi- 
tions and symposia in Tel Aviv and now to a 
volume of architectural proportions: Batim 
min Hahol ("Houses from the Sand, Inter- 
national Style Architecture in Tel Aviv, 
1931-1948”) by Nilza Metzger-Smuk with 
photographs by Yitzhak Klatner and 


foe deterioration of their creations. Many 
of their plans are so rigorous that every 
flowerpot and awning irreparably disrupts 
foe aesthetic balance. People simply don’t 
enjoy living in such austere buildings. They 
want to redecorate, adapt, and renovate 
their dwellings, to put their individual 
stamp on them. 

It does hurt lo see a once-bcautiful build- 
ing that bas been allowed to fall into rack 
and ruin, with broken windows, rusty met- 
alwork, and dilapidated masonry, and 
there’s certainly too much of that in Tel 
Aviv. On foe other hand, when you see that 
people have remade a structure to fit their 
needs, you have to respond to the vigor of 
their enterprise, even if it would make the 
architect who originally designed the build- 
ing turn over in his grave. 

Batim min Hahol comes with a detailed 
map in Hebrew and English, so you can 
take walking tours of Tel Aviv and sec these 
buildings.

WE ALSO have Bcduin, which puts us a 
leg up on, say, Denmark. Now Ihc Institute 
for Israeli Arab Studies of Beit Bcrl has 
published a collection of Bcduin stories. 
Lama Tzahaka Ha'adama ("Why the Earth 
Laughed"), recorded and translated into 
Hebrew by the late Mordcchai Yonai, who 
originally became acquainted with the Bcd- 
uin while guarding Jewish-oWned citrus 
groves against them. Yonai learned Arabic 
thoroughly and collected stories and sayings 
from the Beduin, whom he came to like and 
respect deeply. 

In his introduction, Yonai tells how he 
once met a group of tired and hungry para- 
troopers who were on a land navigation 
exercise near an Arab village and wanted to 
buy some pita. He explained to them that 
the stores were already closed, and villagers ' 
bake their own bread, in any case. Then he 
brought the soldiers to a friend’s home, 
where they were fed amply. 

When they parted, Yonai made this 
speech to them: "These people don’t know 
you and didn't ask you a single question. 
They gave you of the best food in their 
home and greeted you graciously, all ac- 
cording to their tradition of hospitality. I 
hope that if anyone from this nation hap- 
pens to come lo your kibbutz or moshav, 
that you won't turn your back, but that 
you'll take them in cordially and ask how 
you can help them, and that will be my 
reward for opening your eyes.” 

As is amply documented in Ihe press and 
by experts such as Dr. Clinton Bailey of Tel 
Aviv University, this country has not fol- 
lowed Yonai's advice. Books like Lama 
Tzahaka Ha’adama can enlarge the circle of 
Israelis sympathetic to Beduin traditions, 
not a bad thing in itself, though it won't do 
much to provide the Beduin with adequate 
housing, education, jobs, and health care, 
or to ease their inevitable but nonetheless 
wrenching transition from a nomadic way of 
life to the modem world. 

WHILE SOME people view Israel's "nor- 
malcy” as a sign (hat the Zionist movement 
has been a success, Dau Miron, the eminent 
literary critic, wrote a monitory article in 
Yediol Aharonot a few weeks ago, in which 
he noted that five novels just published by 
fiye prominent authors all deal with private, 
personal issues rather; than with national, 
ideological issues - a worrisome retreat 
from responsibility, according to Miron.

THE WARBURGS: A Family Saga by Run 
Chernow. London, Chattu and Windus.

H amily solidarity, the downfall of the 
^PGerman Jewish "haute bourgeoisie” 
H and its revival in New York and Lon- 
m don and the issue of Jewish identity arc 
all examined in Ron Chernow’s biography 
of three generations of the Warburg family. 
Erudite and detailed, the interweaving of 
personal, sociological und historical dimen- 
sions also make The Warburgs immensely 
readable. Despite the breadth of his study, 
dicmnw's understanding of the complex 
subjects he deals with does them justice. 

Chernow begins the family history with 
brothers Siegmund and Moril/., heirs to the 
Warhurg banking dynasty founded by Aby 
mid Sarah Warburg. Siegmund was the 
more capable and energetic of the two hut 
his children proved not to have inherited his 
talents. Moritz, charming, sociable and 
somewhat phlegmatic, married Charlotte 
Oppenhcim, a woman endowed with n 
strong personality and great talents. She. 
like the majority of women in the family, 
exercised a major influence on her husband 
and children. 

Moritz and Charlotte sired five sons and 
two daughters. The sons - intelligent, gift- 
ed, blessed with good looks, chnnn and wit 
- were subjected to the strict and demand- 
ing methods of education current among 
the German upper classes. They grew up to 
become remarkable human beings, excel- 
ling in different fields of endeavor. 

Aby, the eldest, gave up his share in the 
bank for n lifelong stipend and became an 
art historian, book collector and founder of 
a unique interdisciplinary library now

housed in London. Max, though attracted 
to the military in his youth, heenme u prom- 
inent and influential banker. Ilis loyalty 
toward the "fatherland” anil belief in the 
German people made him slow to react to 
the rise of Nazism. He assumed leadership 
of the Jewish community in Germany and 
wns influential in helping many Jews emi- 
grate, only escaping himself to America at 
the Inst moment. 

The two younger brothers, Paul nnd Fe- 
lix, married the daughters of prominent 
Jcwish-Amcrican banking families, emi- 
grated while still young, and made a mime 
and fortune for themselves in Americu. 
Paul was involved in public service and 
banking reforms, as the initiator of the Fed- 
eral Reserve and a member of its board, 
and Felix became prominent in Jewish chnr- 
ity work and founded the American Jewish 
Joint Distribution Committee. A charmer 
and bon vivant, Felix's work brought him 
into contact with Zionist leaders, most no- 
tably Chaim Weizmann. 

THE REACTIONS of the German nnd 
American branches of the Warburg family 
to the Holocaust and the founding of a 


Jewish slate sharply differed. Mux, with the 
loss of his prominent position in society mid 
his subsequent disillusionment, suffered a 
crisis or identity but his resilient personality 
carried himself nnd his family lit rough. 

Max's son Uric, who served ns an intelli- 
gence officer in the American Occupation 
Force in Germany, displayed a lenient atti- 
tude toward Germans who had not been 
active Nazis. After the war, he decided to 
return to Hamburg to restore the name of the 
family bank which had been "Aiyanized” 
during the Nazi regime. His fights with Ru- 
dolf Brinckmnn, the employee who had pur- 
chased the bank and later refused to restore 
the Warburg name, and with the owners of 
German enterprises who had employed slave 
labor during the war and refused to pay 
compensation to the survivors, expose some 
repugnant trails. But Eric -tactful, sociable 
and endowed with a sunny disposition - gains 
our sympathy even though his decision to 
return to Germany appears unacceptable. 
Eric's sisters, Lola and Gisi, on the other 
hand, were converted to Zionism and be- 
came Youth Aliya activists. 

Among the children of the American 
Warburgs - Paul and Felix - the path from

adopting Teishe’s graded classes for dearly 
defined levels of Talmudic expertise with .in 
established curriculum of methodology, as 
well ns learning from Kelm's emphasis on 
prayer, punctiliousness and cleanliness. 

Rabbi Blumcnthnt also describes an in- 
credible openness, especially when compared 
to contemporary Yeshiva world standards. 

For example, at the home of the head of 
the Telshe Yeshiva, the Shabbnt evening 
meal was characterized by the choral sing- 
ing nf Snbbalh songs and Grace after Meals 
In which all the diners took part, including 
the Rabbi's wife and daughters. Rabbi Dan- 
iol Movshovicz, the spiritual guide of Kelm, 
had also enjoyed a general education nnd 
demonstrated his familiarity with the doe- 
trine of dialectic materialism lo his stu- 
dents. Rabbi Eliaiiu Dossier encouraged 
the author to get n university degree in 
psychology, a discipline that was close to 
the Mussar teachings. Moreover, the quali- 
fication would enable him to overcome the 
problem of finding a stipend for Torah 
learning or teaching. 

Rnbbi Blumenthal 16ft Kelm upon receiv- 
ing ordination, and accepted (he rabbinical 
pulpit of .Orriden, Transylvania. However,. 
Ihei Jewish world he had known was In its 
death throes and lie was forced to flee the 
Nazi terror. His wanderings took him from 
Orridea to Budapest and on to Prague, 
Amsterdam and London. Irony of ironies, 

: England considered him a German alien so', '' 
after . a difficult stint In a British internment 
-camp, he was put on in sjiip bound for 


Australia. 

Despite inhuman living conditions and 
cruel treatment, the author matte r-of-factly 
relates how he managed to remain firm in 
faith and commitment, and continued to 
teach Torah in whatever situation he found 
himself. 

Through the intervention of the revered 
Rabbi Porush, Elchnnnn Blumenthal was 
able to stay in Sydney, where he established 
the first kindergarten and Jewish day 
school, the Moriah College High School, 
the Adath Israel Congregation - and mar- 
ried. He went on to Melbourne where he 
helped found Mt: Scopus College as well as 
post-bar mitzva classes intended to keep 
youth within the Jewish fold. Rabbi Blu- 
menthal then acccepted the invitation Of the 
Cope Town Jewish community to serve as 
rabbi and rabbinical judge. In 1952, in large 
measure due to the insistence of his wife, he 
finnlly came home to Jerusalem, where - 
with the exception of one year as a rabbi In 
Munich (1961) - he hns lived and taught 
Torah to this day. ,

THE SECOND part of this important and 
fascinating book deals with crucial contem- 
porary issues, to which Rabbi Blumenthal 
brings a unique nnd learned perspective.

non-observani Judaism to Americaniza- 
tion, intermarriage and the attenuation of 
Jewish identity, is alarmingly smooth. So- 
cial status, socializing patterns and shared 
interests with gentiles accompanied by y 
paucity of Jewish values and a diminished 
sense of belonging, all contributed to create 
a Jew in name only. 

A comparison of the two generations is 
very revealing. The lives of the older gener- 
ation appear to have been richer and more 
fulfilling, based on traditional family values 
of togetherness and mutual support and a 
moral obligation to serve the community. 

WHERE MORITZ Warburg’s children 
had overshadowed those of his brother 
Siegmund, this situation was reversed in the 
next generation. Siegmund’s grandson, 
named after his grandfather, grew up in a 
farm in a remote corner of Germany. 
Though his father had suffered from a men- 
tal illness, his mother's strong personality 
influenced him greatly. 

Shortly before the war he emigrated to 
England and with his collaborators - a group 
of enterprising, talented and hard-working 
German- Jewish refugees known as "the un- 
cles" - lie established a financial empire, 
broadened the scope of British banking and 
promoted its European connections, made a 
reputation for hiniself in the City of London 
and was awarded a peerage. 

Siegmund’s personality - his unbridled am- 
bition, highly developed intellect, authoritar- 
ian ways, perfectionism and troubled person- 
al relations - was in antithesis to that of the 
majority of the Warburgs. He wns a driven 
man who lacked the Warburg optimism, 
sense of proportion and gift of enjoying life. 
Although he had accomplished more than 
any other second-generation Warburg, he 
died a bitter, unhappy man. 

Chernow introduces us to a remarkable 
family that represents both the sterling quali- 
ties and the weaknesses of German Jewry 
throughout its period of glory and subsequent 
downfall. He never resorts to sensationalism 
or dwells excessively on the scandals nnd 
feuds within the family, and maintains a 
proper balance between the personal and the 
social aspect of his study. . ■ 


problems, such as the “moralization of pri- 
vate properly." Unfortunately, the manner 
in which the various Israeli rabbinic estab- 
lishments deal with health nnd education. 
Industrial disputes, mortgages, interest 
rates and the sabbatical year, leaves much 
to be desired. Rabbi Blumenthal doesn't 
really get into these practical issues and so, 
to my mind, never really proves his thesis. 

There is a fascinating chapter on the psy- 
chology of dreams, with a ringing endorse- 
ment of Victor Frankl's more spiritually 
focussed logotherapy over more sexually 
focussed Freudian psychoanalysis. Rabbi 
Blumenthal’s intelligent discussion of faith 
and reason, and his ability to synthesize 
scientific theories of creation with the bibli- 
cal account is a pleasure to read. 

The area which I believe requires expand- 
ed commentary and deeper creative analysis 
is thie final chapter of the book, “Psycho- 
educational aspects of Adolescence in the 
Bible, Talmud and Halacha.” A religious 
society is struggling to create a social struc- 
ture that will encourage love, companionship 
and sanctity within marriag. Families and 
schools are striving to produce religiously 
committed youth who are still open to the 
positive aspects of the world about them. 
These require mare than the catalogue of age 
sequences and Halachic references which 
Rabbi Bhimenthal supplies. 

Indeed, the primary fault of the last chap- 
ter is that ft fails to teach us how to produce 
a generation of Elchanan BJumenthals, He 
is person' of rare humanity and intellect, 
who has remained an independent individ- 
ualist as' Well, as- a remarkably committed 
and 'creative Jewish scholar and teacher 
during one of the most tumulftiouS periods,

“Expert Carpet Steam Cleaning.” 
The advertisement, aside from 
lauding the company's services, 
prominently slates: “Jewish La- 
bor." A telephone check made by 
an appalled reader indeed cop- 
firmed that the company refrains 
from hiring any Arab worker, be 
he or she from Ramallah or from 
Haifa. 

Israeli law prohibits an employer 
to discriminate, in hiring and in 
advertising for workers, on the ba- 
sis of religion or nationality. The 
advertisement mentioned states in 
unequivocal terms that “Expert 
Carpet Steam Cleaning" in fact 
uses discriminatory and illegal hir- 
ing practices. It thereby implies

Ram - Likud Coalition? 

Hisladrut coalition tensions be- 
tween Labor and Ram may bring 
about (he formation ol a local 
Workers Council coalition between 
Ram and Ihe Likud.

Most 
of the land Is privately owned by 
Arab villagers and It's expropria- 
tion will require government Inter- 
vention. 

Dismissals for Dishonesty 

City Director General llan Co- 
hen has ordered the firing ol 80 
clly employees who were caught 
lying on their job applications. Dis- 


missal notices were sent out to 
those who misled (ho city by not 
indicating, as required, that family 
members were already employed 
by Ihe municipality. Most of those 
fired were temporary employees 
taken on in the city Beautification 
Department less lhan one year 
ago. Another 15 applications are 
still being investigated. 

Beit Orot Beats Girls 

The City Planning Department 
has decided to move the location 
of the controversial new Arab Girls 
school from Ihe Mount of Olives to 
A-Tur. The school would have 
been built on Jewish owned land, 
where the city now plans to allow 
construction ol additions to the 
BeH Orot Yeshiva. Meretz City 
Councilman Yossi Gil denounced 
the plan as: "typical of the right- 
wing, religious-dominated admin- 
istration." Ariel Cohen of Tzomet 
praised the decision as being: "in 
the best interest of all city 
residents." 

Melr Strengthened in NRP 
Poll 

Local primaries In the NRP have 
strengthened Ihe position of Depu- 
ty Mayor Shmuel Melr and the right 
wing of the party. Melr, who heads 
the Mercaz Harav section of the 
parly had controlled only 20 per- 
cent of the central committee be- 
fore the ballot, and emerged with a 
solid one-third. The big winners 
were the women In the party who 
captured 20 of the 101 seats on 
(he committee. Before the vote

Starting a small business In Isra- 
el often seems like a mission Impos- 
sible for western ol/oi unfamiliar 
with Israeli tax laws, business 
practices and local market condi- 
tions. Yet many have still managed 
to establish themselves on the Is- 
raeli scene. In Jerusalem talked 
with three women entrepreneurs - 
each In a different stage of making 
her own mark on the Jerusalem 
market. 

Iff he secret of going into 
I business in Israel is to find 
a service or product lacking in the 
local market and then fill that 
void," slates Nina Fixlcr of Cater- 
ing by Nina, an upscale entering 
service under private rabbinical 
supervision which has been tick- 
ling the palates of Jerusalemites 
for the past five years. "When 1 
started, there were plenty of home 
caterers but if you were looking 
for something other than n quarter 
chicken, there wasn't llinl much to 
choose from," she explains. "Ups- 
cale presentation was lacking. I 
spoke to a lot of people, asking 
them what they were looking for in 
a caterer and I found that on the 
more creative side of home cater- 
ing, there really wasn't anyone. I 
found my niche and I moved in. 

"I place a lot of emphasis not 
only on the quality of the food but 
also on a creative menu plan and 
special presentation. Most of my 
work is buffet and [ go all out to 
make the buffet table as attractive 
as possible. I use distinctive dishes 
and I am constantly on the lookout 
for unusual baskets, flowers and 
vases." 

Rut cat&ring wasn't always 
Pixter's bag. A trained speech pa- 
thologist and audiologist, Fixlcr 
made aliya 16 years ago from New 
York with her husband, a CPA. 
Newly married and without chil- 
dren, she started working in a local 
hospital ns a speech pathologist. 
But after the children were born, 
she found that her salary didn't 
even cover the cost of child core. 

"I knew I had to find something 
else to do - something that would 
pay better but still leave me time 
for my family," Fixlcr recounts. "I 
asked myself - what other skills do 
I hnveV I knew how to cook and to 
entertain, so f decided to put these 
skills to work." 

Even so, at first Fixler had no 
- intention of opening her own busi- 
ness. She went to work fbr another 
caterer. gradually became 
appnreni that the only real alterna- 
tive for earnlhg money was to go it ' 
alo.no, 

“I put an enormous amount of 
thought and effort imp every par- 
ty. I try to mix the familiar with the 
exotic. I am constantly updating 
the menu because so many of my

Jerusalem market for custom de- 
signed, quality clothing. "I kept 
hearing people complain that they 
could not get quality clothes made 
to fit them in Jerusalem," Sadan 
states. “The ready-made market 
In this country leaves a good seg- 
ment of the population out in the 
cold. IE you are very short; very 
tall, very thirl or very heavy, you 
have a real problem finding quality 
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clothes that fit. One of the reasons 
that I started designing is that I am 
tall and I couldn't find anything to 
fit me,” 

Sadan, who has lived on and off 
in Israel for the past 10 years, stud- 
ied at the London College of Fash- 
ion and has worked in couturier 
designing and custom clothes de- 
sign in London, South Africa and 
New York for the past decade. 
"My intention in setting up this 
design shop is to create a comfort- 
able atmosphere to discuss design 
requirements with my clientele,” 
she says. “The idea is to be a de- 
sign studio which focuses on de- 
sign for the individual. I give par- 
ticular consideration to the 
personality and lifestyle of the cli- 
ent, in addition to her shape. And 
my designs, which emphasize tai- 
lor-made styling/ are suitable for 
both a religious as well as a secular 
clientele.” 

Sadan claims that her prices are 
quite reasonable given the quality 
and timeless design of her cloth- 
ing. ”1 am not here to charge very 
high prices for very few custom- 
ers.” A quality tailor-made suit, 
which runs for between NIS 400 to 
500 off the rack, custom-made and 
designed would start at NIS 700, 
without the fabric. “For each cus- 
tomer, I take individual measure- 
ments and then create her own 
pattern. If she orders additional 
clothes, the pattern is ready and 
this represents a saving of both 
time and money for repeat 
customers.” 

Some 60 percent of Sedan's cus- 
tomers are wedding parties. “I de- 
sign bridal gowns, outfits for the 
mother of the bride, the wedding 
party, veils, hats, accessories - in 
short everything. About 15 per- 
cent of my customers are brides 
buying here and taking the dresses 
abroad.” Bridal gowns range in 
price from NIS 1,700 to 4,000 de- 
pending on the fabric and the intri-. 
cacy of the design. 

Sadan did find that being an En- 
glish-speaking business woman 
does have some draw backs. “Peo- 
ple didn’t' take me seriously at 
first. I got some outrageous quotes 
from contractors I called upon for 
designing the store. And’l had 
some problems with the wholesale 
fabric places in Tel Aviv. It took a 
while for them to realize I- meant 
business. But once they did, things 
clicked. You have to be on the 
ball," she states. 

• "My long-term aim is to see Je- 
rusalem firmly placed on the fash- 
ion map. Already many of my cli- 
ents conte from Tel Aviv." 

Chani Ftehel just opened her lat- 
est venture In Israel this month - 
West End Wear in Ramat Eshkol, 
q store for contemporary, coordi- 
nated sportswear for both women 
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and children. Chani, who designs 
the ready-to-wear items herself, is 
aiming at providing quality off- 
the-rack sportswear at popular 
prices. 

A graduate of the Fashion Insti- 
tute of Technology, Chani spent 
seven years working in the New 
York fashion industry as a design- 
er of women’s and children’s 
sportswear. Her parents settled in 
Jerusalem 10 years ago and over 
the years she was able to build up 
contacts in the Israeli fashion 
industry. 

*i came to Israel a year and a 
half ago. and all 1 heard from 
friends and family was that there 
was nothing to buy here and the 
prices were outrageous,” Chani 
notes. “There is no reason for such 
high prices. I felt I had something 
to contribute.” 

Initially, Chani cofounded the 
Machsan. With West End Wear, 
Chani has branched out on her 
own, continuing the basic concept 
of the Machsan of quality wear at 
low prices, only this time using 
Chani's own exclusive designs. “I 
am designing coordinated sports- 
wear with special attention not 
only to the design but also to the 
stitching and the quality of the fab- 
ric. Since 1 am the designer os well 
as the manufacturer, there are no 
middlemen involved and it is like 
buying wholesale.” 

Chani keeps her designs simple 
and basic. "These are timeless 
styles which will be in fashion for 
years. Everything is coordinated 
which makes it easy to shop.” 
Chani's designs are suitable for 
both the religious and secular pop- 
ulations. Her skirls run from knee- 
length to below mid-calf and 
sleeves are elbow-length to three- 
quarters. She also has a selection 
of pretecn and teen clothing, items 
virtually unavailable elsewhere in 
tbwn. 

Prices run from NIS 29 for the 
knee-length skirt to NIS 69 for a 
long, flowing skirt. Jumpers nre 
NIS 59, drop-waist dresses NIS 72 
and high-walsl dressos NIS 79.

The 
Ambulance 
of Old 
Snapshots 

Beate T. Green 

A mbulance grips the glass filled 
with orange juice, perched on 
the ledge between King Solomon 
street and the Amsterdam bar, 
watching the regulars and the irre- 
gulars come in to get drunk. "This 
is my last stop," he says. „ 

Ambulance grips the album a 
stuffed with the 83 years of his life, g 
or his selections of it, qt home in % 
his tiny garden flat in old Kata- 
mon, crowded with upside-down 
beer bottles, tree stumps half 
sculpted into erotica, walls full of 
snapshots- “This is what comes af- 
ter me," he says. 

Ambulance was Jerusalem’s 
night-time photographer. The al- 
bum chronicles an amateur career 
crossing four decades, his name 
highlighted in dozens of gossip col- 
umn items. The most recent, from 
April, is from Kol Ha’Ir. Gossip 
columnist Dudu Rosh Ha’lr writes 
of meeting Ambulance on the Ben 
Yehuda Pedestrian mall. “I 
haven't seen you in a while,” 
Dudu tells Ambulance, who an- 
swers with a risque Hebrew pun: 

“I haven't been out much, the only 
thing that’s erect (stalled) these 
days is my wristwatch.” "It's true, 

I really said that,” Ambulance 
says, tilting his small bald head 
backwards, laughing. He also un- 
derstands the other meaning of the 
reference to stopped time. "I’m 
alive at the expense of my yenrs in 
the grave," he snys. 

He still begins each evening at 8 
p.m., armed with his Zenith cam- 
era at every dance nnd theatre

opening. Later, he docs the round 
of Russian compound pubs where 
he is known and welcome: Ar- 
thur’s, Gizmo, Amsterdam, where 
he stays until 1 a.m. Then he heads 
for home in his battered silver 
Ford Anglia, vintage 1963. Once, 
until just two years ago, the Anglia 
would do the rounds of Jerusa- 
lem’s nightclubs and discotheques 
until 3 or 4 in the morning, and 
Ambulance would vigorously 
shake hands with the whole range - 
of nightkeepers: owners of the dis- 
cotheques for the single incandes- 
cent young, of the ballrooms for 
the divorced fading middle-aged, 
of the sing-along clubs for the wid- 
owed dimly-lit old. In his trade- 
mark black beret and wide-)a- 
pelled jackets, he was Jerusalem’s 
night token, and the den owners 
would grip his hand like they were 
gripping life itself. When he 
stopped photographing, he would 
stay on the dance floor, approxi- 
mating the moves by swinging his 
whole body back and forth. Seven- 
teen-year old girls would recog- 


nize him, and he would say: “I 
enjoy the possible.” 

He could name Jerusalem’s 
nightlife before there was a Jerusa- 
lem nightlife: The Yard on Bezalcl 
street in the 1950s through to the 
Pussycat in the 1970s. Those, and 
the women, were the stops along 
the way of his life, A page in his 
album features pop stars Ahinoam 
Nini and Si Himan. "These are my 
current platonic loves,” he says. 
He flips the page and smiles. 
“These were not so platonic.” A 
march of beautiful young women, 
their heads cropped from snap- 
shots, stretches across the page, 
marked by carefully recorded 
years: 1950 to 1983. One is a Rus- 
sian Orthodox nun. “That was in 
1960 when I was wiring up an Ein 
Kerem retreat - 1 was an electrical 
engineer - 1 seduced her, and they 
found out. Sent her to Siberia." 

He was born in Romania in 
1912, but his life didn't begin until 
1950, when he became Baruch 
Ben-Noah in Jerusalem. Others 
called him “Ambulance” because 
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he volunteered three days n week 
as an ambulance driver, and in the 
1950s what one did for the state 
blotted out personal identity. His 
flat is lined with photographs of 
the famous and near-famous. The 
lighting he chooses is always harsh 
and uncomplimentary, the snap- 
shots that never make the family 
album. Mayor Ehud Olmerl, 
mouth open in unpleasant sur- 
prise. Ingrid Bergman, eyes nar- 
rowly, nervously squeezed. One 
wall is covered with shots of danc- 
ers, blurred in movement, some 
double exposed. His latest passion 
is lopsided shots of television per- 
sonalities, especially newsreaders, 
taken on Friday night nl his sister’s 
• he doesn't have his own televi- 
sion. These photoshop discards, 
mistakes from any other perspec- 
tive, are Ambulance's stab at tell- 
ing what he sees." My shots mimic 
the screen, and remove its mask.” 
His point comes through on sec- 
ond look. Newsreader Dalia Ma- 
zo r, grins angrily as a huge lady- 
bug crosses the screen towards 


her, suggesting resentment at her 
girl-prop status. Aging talk-show 
host Yair Lnpid pouts at the cam- 
era, affecting sexuality. President 
Clinton, eyes exhausted and nar- 
rowed in concentration, shares a 
split screen with Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin, eyes cast down- 
ward. The Hebrew subtitle, frozen 
in time, reads “The pain you still 
carry.” 

Ambulancfc points to the Berg- 
man shot, on a door leading to his 
combined kitchen-bedroom. She 
jostles with Golda Meir, Moshc 
Dayan. "Thai’s my wall of the 
dead," he says. Shoeboxes stuffed 
with photoshop envelopes over- 
flow from piles of shelves, 
"Dance, Theatre, Politicians, 
Children,” marked, like archaeo- 
logical discoveries, with approxi- 
mate years. Bodyless doll heads 
dot his living space. A tinfoil re- 
presenting the years of Israel's 
existence, 46, dominates his gar- 
den. Ambulance is waiting. 
“Death is nothing but dreamless 
sleep," he says. □

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A t an intcmutional religious 
peace conference, the leaders 
of the three Western monotheistic 
religions- Islam, Christianity, and 
Judaism - met in an unprecedent- 
ed attempt to solve the world's 
conflicts through compromise. 

. The first speaker was the titular 
head of the Muslim world. His 
words; "In order lo guarantee 
peace, I hereby proclaim in the 
name of the nation of Islam, that 
Muslims will no longer look to 
Mohammed as the descended of 
the Almighty. I have also instruct- 
ed every preacher of our sacred 
faith to eradicate from the holy 
Koran, all references to violence.” 
His remarks were met with 
thunderous applause. Not to be 
outdone, the Pope approached the 
rostrum. “In the name of the Holy 
See, the Catholic Church, and the 
Christian world, for the sake of 
peace, let it be hereby be known 
that Jesus Christ will no longer be 
considered the son of God. Prose- 
lytization will be a thing of the 
past. All people shall be one.” 
The conference hall erupted in 
cheers, shaking at the raw emotion 
generated by the Pope's incredible 
sacrifice of Christian religious doc- 
trine, to meet, the demands of 
peace. 

Huddled in the corner of the 
room were a number of haredi 
rabbis, chosen to represent the 
Jewish people. They were confi- 
dent that their announcement 
would be so far-reaching that it 
would literally dwarf the religious 
sacrifices of these seemingly cou- 
rageous leaders. 

The head of the Jewish delega- 
tion walked dramatically to the po- 
dium. “In all deference to my co- 
religionists, I am about lo 
announce to you that we, the Jew- 
ish people, in the name of Judn- 
ism, are willing to make the ulti- 
mate sacrifice for peace, reflective 
of the magnitude of the sacrifices 
made by my clerical colleagues. 


Whose Jerusalem? 
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For the sake of compromise, in 
order to advance peace, to bring 
harmony to this troubled world, to 
reconcile all conflicts that divide 
us, we, the guardians of the an- 
cient Jewish faith, are willing to 
forego the recitation of the ’Al 
haNisim ’ paragraph (the prayer 
for miracles) in the blessing after 
the meals on the first night of Han- 
nukahl" (The rabbi was almost 
stoned to death by his own constit- 
uency for suggesting such an exag- 
gerated compromise.) 

This "compromise” Orthodox 
attitude has become the dominant 
theme regarding Jerusalem. May- 
or Ehud Olmert has adopted the 
Orthodox community’s unyielding 
religious stance in setting out his 
exclusive claims to Jerusalem. 
Urged on by a black-hat coalition, 
he speaks in religious terms when

referring to Jerusalem. Because he 
is beholden to his ultra-Orthodox 
partners, he feels he has to speak, 
in a manner that reflects their 
theological outlook - an outlook 
that belies the possibility of com- 
promise due to a belief in the di- 
vinely immutable words of the 
written and oral law. 

Mayor Olmert is playing with 
fire. By buying into this approach, 
he is developing a chauvinistic the- 
ology in which his own sense of a 
national ego is projected onto 
God, thereby bestowing divine 
blessings exclusively onto one 
community. Such an extreme posi- 
tion will only fuel the flames of 
conflict engulfing Jerusalem. 


This appears to be completely 
out of character for a Mayor who 
prides himself on being a practical 
politician as opposed to ah ideo- 
logical one. His pronouncements 
calling on Jerusalemites, support- 
ed by all Israelis, to block the 
streets so that Yasser Arafat will 
be unable to enter the "holy city” 
of Jerusalem, smacks of religious 
rhetoric that rules out any hope of 
peaceful co-existence in this city. 
Whether we like it or not, Yasser 
Arafat is regarded as the leader of 
the majority of the Palestinian 
people. By barring him access to 
Jerusalem, Mayor Olmert is in ef- 
fect telling Arabs of east Jerusa- 
lem, “if you make any claims on 
Jerusalem* you too will be blocked 
from Jerusalem, as is your PLO 
chairman. ” . . 

No one denies that it is the will 


of hr ad that Iciiisahin remain ail 
unclivitlcil Citj iimlei Israel's sov- 
ereignly. This is a (null that ex- 
tends In the secular community, 
often expressed with ihe same fer- 
vor and passion by the Orthodox 
community. The fact that Israel 
will not relinquish control over Jc- 
rusalcm is a cause for tremendous 
tension between us and the Pales- 
tinians, as well as the entire Arab 
world. 

With emotions running so high 
when dealing with the status of 
Jerusalem, Mayor Olmert would 
do better to return to his secular 
roots when expressing the will of 
the Israeli populace. For the secu- 
lar community can restrain itself in 
a way that the religious community 
cannot; it relics on political, secu- 
rity, and perhaps historical rea- 
sons for advocating the retaining 
of Jerusalem. This attitude pre- 
vents secular Jews from making 
exaggerated declarative state- 
ments or carrying out demonstra- 
tive acts; such as religious Jews 
finding a Divine need to march on 
Jerusalem Day through the Arab 
sections of the city, Israeli flags 
f flying high as an intended irritant 
3 to Palestinian residents. 

I It is up to Jerusalem's mayor to 

- reduce tensions in the city, not to 
s inflame them. The uncompromis- 

- ing nature of orthodoxy does not 
b allow for the possibility of a reso- 

II lution to the conflicts that sur- 
" round Jerusalem . Moreover, when 
s we speak in exclusive theological 
f terms about Jerusalem, we only 
. invite the pressure of the world 
r community of nations- a pressure 
f that will demand of us to share 
n Jerusalem. In adopting a religious 
a posture in dealing with Jerusalem, 

Mayor Olmert is boxing himself in 
i- to siidi an extent that he can only 
n do a disservice to his own ultimate 
d desire, and the desire or the over- 
5 whelming majority of Israelis, to 
retain Jerusalem as Israel’s sover- 
li eign capital.

vascular category and include mi- 
graine and duster headaches. 

Migraine headaches start when 
blood vessels in the head and brain 
contract, reducing blood flow. 
Tills constricting phase of the mi- 
graine frequently causes visual au- 
ras which will last about 20 min- 
utes and arc triggered by 
insufficient blood flow to the rear 
of the brain. The symptoms of this 
phase of the migraine are painful 
and disorienting - they include 
numbness, weakness, dizziness 
and visual problems such as seeing 
non-existent flashing lights and 
zig-zag lines. 

But for the migraine sufferers, 
phase two, unfortunately, is even 
worse. The blood vessels along the 
surface of the brain and scalp ex- 
pand, resulting in pounding and 
nausea. Since the distended blood 
vessels in the head ar*e now carry- 
ing more blood than usual, pres- 
sure is increased on the small pain 
nerves in the walls of these blood 
vessels. 

Studies and numerous case liis- 
torics have shown that a jogging 
program can decrease the frequen- 
cy of migraine headaches. 

Migraine sufferers develop in- 
creased muscular tension In the 
head and neck are as -even between 
migraine attacks. While the rela- 
tionship between this increased 
stress and migraine itself is not yet 
understood, jogging can help to 
ease this muscular tension making 
migraine attacks less frequent. 

However, the key to using jog- 
ging to alleviate migraine attacks is 
to start early. Once the migraine is 
in progress ot starting to develop, 
jogging should be avoided. Hie 
dilation of the blood vessels that 
occurs during strenuous exercise 
will increase blood flow to the 
head and neck, resulting in a more 
severe headache. Cluster head- 
aches also classed in the vascular 
category may appeal once or twice 
a day for four to six weeks and 
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then disappear. Between these at- 
tacks, cluster patients arc free of 
pain. When cluster headaches be- 
gin, sufferers develop daily attacks 
lasting about 20-30 minutes ac- 
companied by n severe pounding 
or pressure pain in and around one 
eye. This type of headache occurs 
mainly among middle-aged men 
who smoke or drink alcohol. 

Many of these and other types 
of headache conditions can be 
helped by jogging with relief-asso- 
ciated with what has been known 
as ‘‘Runner’s high”-- a feeling of 
well-being provided through exer- 
cise, generated in the central auto- 
nomic nervous systems. 

This euphoric feeling associated 
with jogging is probably related to 
the production and release of cer- 
tain chemical agents in the brain. 
These chemicals - endorphins, se- 
rotonin and norepinephrine - 
work together to relieve pain by 
raising the body’s threshold to 
discomfort. 

The chemical agents known as 
endorphins - located in the pitu- 
itary gland contains a high concen- 
tration of betaendorphin which is 
released into the bloodstream dur- 
ing acute stress or pain and can be 
triggered by jogging. 

Patients who suffer from chron- 
ic headaches may be very sensitive 
to changes in weather - tempera- 
ture, humidity, a sudden drop in 
barometric pressure. They can 
also be affected by changes in diet 
- from fasting to consuming a long 
list of offending foods, including 
chocolate, cheeses, wines and 
foods flavored with MSG or pre- 
served with nitrates as are most 
hot dogs and luncheon meats. Es- 
pecially relevant is caffeine 
consumption. 

Before you consider jogging as 
an aid in relieving and preventing 
headaches you should undorgo a 
complete medical examination to 
pinpoint the type of headache 
from which you suffer. □

Troubadour Tom Paxton: 


Have guitar, will travel to Jacob’s Ladder 
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Singing letters to the editor 


Evergreen folk 
singer/songwriter 
Tom Paxton’s topical 
offerings still ring 
true, as Jacob's 
Ladder Folk Festival 
audiences will find 
out next weekend.

L IKE fine wine, legendary folk singers 
mellow with age. 

Tom Paxton, 56, will be gusst-singer- 
ol-honor at nexl weekend's Jacob's Ladder 
Folk Festival. Organizer Menahem Vlnegrad 
Is linking the gig with current political events In 
the region. Paxton's Peace tour, Vlnegrad is 
calling It, predicting that the evening's climax 
will be an emotional 'sing-along of Paxton's 
1972 classic "Peace Will Come." 

“I would have prayed In Israel even If there 
had there been no peace progress,” said a 
bemused-sounding Paxton In a phone inter- 
view from his home In New York State. "The 
invitation was simply an opportunity to visit a 
plaoa to which 1 Ye never been.” 

-- Thfe Is hardly what one would expeot to 
hear from a folk hero of the Sixties, who more . 
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PaArfon's audiences Include the grandchildren of those who first heard him 
during the Sixties. 7 do not peddle nostalgia,' he asserts. (IRENE young) 


Paxton wept to New York via his native 
Chicago and Oklahoma, where he studied 
drama and took his first steps in folk music/ 
nlluencsd by Woody Guthrie. After a atlnt In 
the army, he drifted Into Greenwich Village 
and '‘Just stayed.” 

Th$t was.the era when the communal folk 
8lng*aiong was an organizing force for civil 
rtohts and other liberal political Causes. Like 
Ms good friend Pete Seeger end others of that 
era : Paj(ton not only sang, he wrote, 
jtyrton ‘a best-known Compositions Include 
Jottle Of Wine," ‘The Last Thing On My 
Mlhd, "RamWin’ Boy/' and "What Did You 
l^am IhSchool Today?" Other gems Include 
^ I Can’t Help Wonder Where I'm Bound." 
■'putyardBound" and "Dp You Hear John 
Hurt?"

Chrysler" when the US balled out the auto 
giant, while "Whose Garden Was This?" is a 
plea for environmental clean-up. "Yuppies In 
the Sky, " set to a tune that echoes but doesn 't 
exactly duplicate “Ghost Riders In the Sky," 
Imagines a horde of bankrupt yuppies stream- 
ing down Manhattan's Columbus Avenue cry- 
lng':"Condoa for. sale. " 


Once he probably would have smashed his 
guitar before attacking a Vietnam draft dodg- 
er. However, a few years back he wrote and 
sang "This Young Soldier Stayed at Home" 
(to the tune of "This Old Man") as a dig at 
former vice president's Dan Quayle'8 non-war 
record. 
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Leam in School Today?" (sung at many fam- 
ous concerts by Seeger) poked fun at segre- 
gation and other maladies of America In the 
Sixties. Today, Paxton renders a version 
which deals with first lady Hillary Clinton and 
the Whitewater scandal. 

HE HAS never been at a loss for Inspiration. 
AIDS, homelessness, plans for mall delivery 
In a post-nuclear age, overzealous vegetari- 
ans and philandering politicians have been at 
the receiving end of his satirical pen. "They're 
like letters to the editor," he muses. 

However, he Insists It's wrong to label him a 
protest singer. Folk songs, he says, have 
never been defined and include anything from 
old English love ballads to Country & West- 
ern, bluegrass, and Irish patriotic hymns. 
There are a number of prominent pop, rock, 
and country and blues performers who have 
folk-music backgrounds, such as Bonnie 
Raltt, Michelle Shocked, Sinead O' Connor 
and Tracy Chapman. 

A combination of forces, he says, citing 
women’s music, the new wave of country 
music, world events, enthusiasm for the 
blues, folk festivals and songwriters' festivals, 
Is generating Interest In folk music. 

The best proof that folk music Is alive and 
well Is that he la booked solid for llve concerts 
and TV performances from January to De- 
cember, he says. 

He writes children’s books - eight have 
been published - but his bread and butter Is 
still folk music and the concerts which always 
end when the audience turns an old favorite 
into a sing-along. 

He and his wife Midge have two daughters, 
Jennifer and Kate, and he says the three 
women have Inspired songs about love of 
family and love of life. 

How did Paxton get to Jacob's Ladder? 
Israeli slnaer David Broza met him at last 
. Folk Festival and told 
about the hootenanny that has been 
staged here for the past 18 years. 

Paxton said he’d be delighted to be Invited. 
Tve always admired the Israeli people and 
followed their fortunes,’ ' he explains. 

On his return home, Broza spoke to Vine- 
rad, who called Paxton. The US Information 
rvlces and American Airlines agreed to 
sponsor the visit, and Paxton will arrive here 
next week to be special guest at next week- 
end's show, to be held for the second succes- 
sive year at Gan Hashlosha (Sakhne), near 
Belt She'an, 

He will land here on Tuesday and Immedi- 
ately get to work "learning something about 
my audience and how I'll . be able to please, 
them." 

He has been briefed that the Jacob's Lad- 
der crowd’ will- constat mainly of; expatriates 
from Anglo-Saxon countries who understand 
English end know his work. However, he has 
a so been told that the environment, for exam- 
ple; |s riot a hot issue here,. "I won't sing about 
saving the whales or the spotty, blue-tailed 
finches/’ he Jokes. - 

Paxton has learned how to compromise, 
except on two points r. he will only sing his 
own compositions, arid he’llwear the blue 
ans and Greek flsheinmari's cap which have 
JL-_ his trademark tor- three decades. ! 




Stage, screen and TV 
actress Dinah Manoff 
says that being tagged 
as ‘too Jewish' has lost 
her many roles in 
Hollywood.

D inah Manoff Is blissed out. 

The Tony award-winning actress is 
living in that unique moment which 
occurs when an American Jew comes to Isra- 
el for the first time and unexpectedly falls in 
love - with the country, that is. 

Manoff, looking rustic over breakfast in a 
flowered pinafore and straw hat, her long 
auburn hair peeking out underneath, admits 
cheerfully that she landed at Ben-Gurion Air- 
port utterly unprepared for the experience. 

She came here at the invitation of producer 
Manny Elsenstadt, a friend of Manoff s who Is 
active In the Antl-Defamatlon League of B'nal 
Brlth, sponsors of the annual two-week five- 
star tour of Israel for members of the artistic 
community. 

"I thought this would be a nice trip - you 
know - me, Manny and a couple of his friends 
hanging out In Israel," she says. When she 
stepped off the plane and was handed a two- 
week itinerary Jam-packed with touring, sight- 
seeing and meetings with political and cultural 
figures, "I said, 'What, are they kidding?' ” 
Quickly, however, she was swept Into the 
rhythm of discussions and debates with fig- 
ures like former Jerusalem mayor Teddy Kol- 
tek and author Emile Habibi. For the first time, 
she Is thinking about Issues she's never tack- 
led In depth before. Including Middle East 
peace and her own Jewish Identity. 

“I knew nothing when I came here. I mean 
my rialvete, If it spills over Into this Interview, Is 
because I just didn't know anything Manoff 
eaye. "I was a little newborn coming here, and 
certainty every time I have asked a question of 
he extraordinary people that I've met here, 
. 1 ve had to preface it and say, 'Please under- 
stand before I ask you this question: I don't 
Kripw what I'm talking about.' " 

..Manoff does know quite a lot about what it's

Heather Locklear," she sighs, referring to the 
platinum-blonde, size 2 star of the television 
soap Melrose Piece. 

Though Manoff - who gives her age only as 
"thirtysomething" - Is far from plump or swar- 
thy, something about the cadence of her 
voice, her energy and her sense of humor 
combine to project a picture that has "New 
York" and "Jewish" written all over it. At key 
points In her life, these elements have worked 
In her favor. 

It was Manoff's feisty New York restless- 
ness that landed her the role that launched . 
her career on Broadway and won her a Tony 
award in I Oughta Be In Pictures, at the tender 
age of 20. She ployed a rebellious young New 
Yorker who lands on her father's Los Angeles 
doorstep. Later, she starred opposite Waller 
Matthau In the film version of the Nell Simon 
hit. 

She lent a streetwise edge to the character 
of sex kitten Marty In. the film version of the 
Broadway hit Grease. Turning to television, 
she appeared as Elaine Lefkowitz, a Jewish 
Mafia chief on the cult situation-comedy hit 
Soap. 

During the past seven years she has 
achieved a rare feat In show business: a 
steady job, starring as one of the neurotic 
daughters of a Miami doctor in the sitcom 1 
Empty Nest. "Some say she's neurotic," 
Manoff says of her character, Carol Weston. 
"I just think of her as self-involved." 

NOT A BAD resumfi. Still, Manoff knows that 
being tagged as "too Jewish" has lost her 
many other roles. The phenomenon "has up- 
set me and Injured me; It took away my ability 
to feel comfortable with my ethnicity." 

The most absurd part of It: It can be a 
disadvantage to look Jewish even when one. 
is talking about Jewish roles. "Hollywood's 
version of Jewish girls Is still a whitewashed, 
blonde, blue-eyed version," she says. 

. A classic example Is the casting of Meryl 
' Streep inithe role of a sarcastic Jewish hero-; 
Ine In the film Heartburn. "When I read that 


book, I knew the way that character spoke 
was my rhythm, my cadence. Meryl Streep is 
a great actress, but there Is no way she could 
have done that role well." 

But Isn't Hollywood supposedly undergoing 
a Jewish revival? What about the newest hit 
sitcom. The Nanny, In which Fran D readier 
plays a girl from Queans caring for a brood of 
WASPy children and playing the role to the 
nasal uninhibited Jewish hilt? 

"That's a caricature of a Jewish woman," 
Manoff responds. "It may be funny and it may 


ba fun, but It's still an ethnic joke. I think we're 
hired to make people laugh - maybe I am 
making a generalization. But I know I have 
been limited in what ! have been able to play." 

Manoff didn't cultivate any backup profes- 
sion In case acting didn't, work out: for her, 
acting was her backup career. 

Her confidence In her ability to succeed In 
show business, was bom of family ties to the 
profession. Her mother Is actress Lee Grant, 
and her stepfather Joseph Feury is a producer. 

Manoff was bom In New York, during her 
mother's exile from Hollywood; after being 


blacklisted by the major studloB during the 
McCarthy era. When Manoff. was eight, her 
mother won back the right to work In film, and 


went back to California to act In the television 
series Peyton Place. 

' After New York, where "I thought the world 
was Jewish, black or Italian," Malibu was a 
culture shock The seaside town had not yet 
been transformed Into an enclave of the rich, 
famous and politically correct. At the time, ft was 
largely populated by the white-bread middle- 
class families of Hughes Aircraft employees. 

As one of three Jewish kids at her school, 
Manoff was singled out for abuse. "I was taunt- 
ed, they drew up a hate list against me. I was 
ostracized, and It was terrible. I was only eight 
years old." The experience "made me very 
needy and Insecure for a long, long time." 

A SELF-DESCRIBED "problem child/' Man- 
pff rebelled in high school, pretyring friends 
and parties to books' Acting "was something I 


knew I could do, so I did it." 

Her mother has branched out Into directing, 
and Manoff has had the "odd” experience of 
auditioning for her on three occasions. 

For the past six years, however, she hasn’t 
had a lot of lima to audition for anything. Her 
role in Empty Nest has kept her busy; but the 
upcoming seventh season is to be Its last. 

Long-running television shows "are cushy 
jobs” she says, offering actors a fat and 
steady Income and a relatively comfortable 
pace of life. From Monday through Thursday, 
the cast rehearses from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. On 
Friday, the show is, as the announcers say, 
"taped In front of a live audience." 

The show has also given Manoff the oppor- 
tunity to continue to follow In her mother’s 
footsteps and move Into directing: she. has 
directed three episodes of Empty Nest . 

She Is working on a play based on the book 
Telegram From Heaven, which her father Ar- 
nold Manoff wrote Iri 1942. She hopes to 
direct H soon. If she Is to be believed in her 
current state of Israel-induced ecstasy, her 
future will also include, for the first time, an 
active role In the Jewish world- 

Her description of her visit here is liberally 
sprinkled with words like "life-changing" and 
"completely transforming/’ Her new-found 
words of appreciation of the Jewish; state 
couldn't have been better articulated II they 
had been scripted for her. But the sincerity In 
her eyes and voice make It clear the words 
are hers. 

. "The reality of world antisemitism was not 
clear to me until this trip," Manoff says. "Ei- 
ther I Ye been In denial about It, or nobody has 
really made me look at it. But I am very; clear 
now. I feel protective. I feel a heightened 
awareness that Isn't paranoia. Et Is reality- 
based, in a way that has mobilized me," she 
says with conviolion. 

"This has been an experience that, hope-, 
fully, Is the beginning of a new road for me. It 
includes coining hare and bringing people 
here, and contributing to the various organiza- 
tions that I've been Introduced to here.”

Triumph of the swill: It was ‘just a job’

Directed and written by Ray MUIIer. Hebrew 
title: Otimel Hetmuna: Lent Rlefenstahl. 
German and English dialogue, English sub- 
titles. 180 minutes- Not recommended for 
children. 

A t age 90, in her pointy white 
pumps and pink raincoat, her 
akin still smooth and blonde hair 
neatly styled, Leni Rlefenstahl looks 
more like a golf-playing great- 
grandmother than she does Adolf 
Hitler's favorite propagandist, a few 
years down the road. 

But what does an aging propa- 
gandist look like, let alone the FUh- 
rer's favorite? If we believe Riefen- 
stahl - the nonagenarian filmmaker 
responsible for the 1934 Nazl-rally 
classic, Triumph of the Will, and the 
subject of Ray MUIIer's riveting new 
documentary. The Wonderful, Hor- 
rible Life of Lent Rlefenstahl - a 
propagandist looks, why, nothing 
like herself at all. 

According to Rlefenstahl, an infu- 
riating and fascinating coquette 
whose manner Is liable to snap from 
that of gracious salon hostess to 
enraged banshee when she's faced 
with an Interview question she 
deems too blunt, she has never In 
her life created Nazi propaganda. 
She can see little reason to feel guilt 
about her "documentaries," whose 
direction she now calls "just a Job." 

This workaday output of Rlefen- 
stahl's Included, mind you, the tri- 
umphal Olympia, which trans- 
formed the 1930 Berlin Olympics 


Into myth of near Greek proportions. 
Notwithstanding black American 
track star Jesse Owens's gold-med- 
al victories, the film didn't exactly 
hurt Hitler's campaign to promote 
the Aryan body beautiful; Olympia 
features numerous perfectly exe- 
cuted high dives by blonds and a 
very Teutonic set of near-naked dis- 
cus-throwers. 

Politics, Rlefenstahl claims, didn't 
concern her then, and they interest 
her even less now. No matter what 
the (sometimes despicable) subject 
matter, her works have always been 
tributes to pure form, she says, to 
dramatic contrasts of scale and Ihe 
powerful images made possible by 
alternating camera speeds, or plac- 
ing her crew on roller skateB, or 
editing a scene in slow motion, 
backwards. 

Athletic male bodies interest her, 
as do mountain peaks, sun-span- 
gled 9kles, and the geometric pat- 
terns displayed by a stadium of In- 
terchangeable soldiers who salute 
and goose-step in oceanic synchro- 
nization. 

As proof that Ideology has never 
been her real concern, she will point 
to her varied work since the war: 
films and photographs of wrestling 
African Nuba tribesmen and under- 
water coral reefs, alive with shim- 
mering schools of fish. What could 
possibly be political about that? 

Needless to say, Rlefenstahl is a 
perfect example of the unreliable 
narrator beloved of freshman litera- 
ture teachers. As the exacting eye 
behind much of the Third Reich's 
Wagnerian Iconography, her ada- 
mant protestations of formalist Inno- 
cence ring more than a little bit hol- 
low. 

And though she fixes her hum- 
blest expression right on the center 
of MUller'a lens and confesses that, 
"no," she's "not proud" of the mov- 
ies she directed at Hitler’s behest, 
It’s Impossible to Ignore the fero- 


cious glitter in her eyes as she re- 
calls that period or, as she so prettily 
dubs it, that "atmosphere." 

MOlLER'S COMPLEX film about 
this complex life is best tor its refus- 
al to condemn Rlefenstahl too 
quickly. Her own grotesque justifica- 
tions and her frequent on-camera 
spats with MOIIer incriminate her 
more efficiently than any choreo- 
graphed show trial could. 

Besides, in choosing such a tal- 
ented and feisty anti-heroine, Muller 
has challenged himself wilh a task 
much trickier than simple character 
assassination (which couldn't grip 
us for three hours, as this film does). 

Controversial subject matter 
aside, many consider Rlefenstahl 
the most Important woman director 
of all time. She was surely the most 
influential. 

And the questions raised here 
about the links between politics and 
art, form and content, reach far be- 
yond the bounds of this single, radi- 
cal case. The slippery relations be- 
tween image ana substance, for 
example, are as modem as CNN. 

That said, it's difficult to feel sym- 
pathy for Rlefenstahl, who first 
came to Hitler's attention as a "cre- 
ative dancer" and actress in the 
proto-Nazi alpine adventures of Ar- 
nold Fanck. As a beautiful young 
woman, she Is alleged to have con- 
ducted affairs with the Nazi leader 
and/or Goebbels, a charge she hys- 
terically denies In this film, proclaim- 
ing that Hitler did not Interest her 
"as a man" and denouncing Qoab- 
bels sb "not my type." 

At the same time, the pathos Is 
plentiful. There's something 
strangely bittersweet about those 
moments when Rlefenstahl de- 
scribes In elaborate, loving, and girl- 
ishly excited detail her technical ap- 
proach to filmmaking. As her 
weathered hands trace the outline 
of some fine tracking shot, one has

One wants to believe her when 
she claims she "didn't know" about 
ihe camps and other atrocities; in- 
deed, a candid snapshot taken of 
Rlefenstahl on a mid-war trip to Po- 
land shows her usually serene face 
twisted into a flabbergasted wail. 

But even If she couldn't fathom 
the gruesome particulars of the Fi- 
nal Solution, her support of Hitler 
and his dictatorial mystique was un- 
bounded, and crucial to shaping the 
support of thousands of other Ger- 
mans. Any 10 seconds of histrionic 
banner-waving from Triumph of the 
Will proves her devotion (from her 
subservient camera angle below, 
Hitler looks like Zeus wilh a funny 


mustache). When Rlefenstahl uses 
"pure" aesthetics as a defense 
against her critics, she fails or pre- 
tends not to see that ideas - racist, 
potentially murderous ideas - are 
embedded in the very way she 
frames each shot. 

Susan Sonlag. for one, has con- 
vincingly accused Rlefenstahl of 
"fascist aesthetics" in relation to 
her 1960s work with the Nuba 
tribesmen. ("How could such a 
smart woman have such stupid 
ideas?") Rlefenstahl fumes when 
MOIIer mentions this charge. 

In Sontag’s view, Riafenslahl has 
simply found a new master race on 
which to unleash her skewed Ideas 
of power and control: pure-blooded, 
indomitable Germans have been re- 
placed by strapping Nuba wrestlers, 
each struggling to dominate the oth- 
er, and the tribe. 

By the close, MQIIer's movie 
makes Sontag's point quite dearly 
and without elaborate fanfare: Rle- 
ienstahl's corrupt artistry seems lo 
have scared him away from grandi- 
ose theatrics. 

He juxtaposes her footage of 
Nuba ritual with her clips of massing 
Nazis and groups of obedient fish 
(at the age of 60 she still scuba 
dives), and a certain pattern be- 
comes unmistakable. Behind her 
oxygen mask, Rlefenstahl half 
smiles as she reaches to pet a 
deadly stingray - hardly the first 
time in her life that she’s paddled 
toward a lethal creature with her 
arms wide open.

DRIVE SAFELY

T HERE is a trick to catching 
viewers. No mailer how good 
the show Is, audiences need 
to be enticed into watching. 

Channel 6's promotions for their 
new early evening lineup Six-Plus 
(7:30-10) use both teasers from the 
shows (mainly an attractive selec- 
tion of belches from Al Bundy, 
Homer Simpson and Archie Bunker) 
and young comedian Shai Aviv! 
saying silly things about the 
programs. 

He connects all the shows with a 
manic patter about the characters, 
he brings In his mother to sing, and 
he jiggles about in Lima green suits 
like he's trying to reposition his un- 
derpants. It all sounds Infantile and 
awful, but strangely it Isn't. Avlvl's 
screen presence is quite mesmeriz- 
ing, and compared to the Beer and 
Good Mood promo with the phallic 
beer-bottle and limp mike, this is 
positively sophisticated. 

Whoever does Ihe voice-overs for 
some of the promos on the Movie 
Channel and the Family Channel 
could do with an education. It was 
Ignorant enough when he (it sounds 
like the same man) called Seinfeld's 
Jerry and Etaine "Gary and Eileen." 
Didn't he watch the channel's own 
show? 

But last week he was doing the 
promo for a movie he called Ark-no- 
phobia. Fair enough, he doesn't 
have to have seen the Him, but he 
should understand the title. 

If the word looked difficult or for- 
eign or was new to him, he should 
have looked at the English transla- 
tion, or looked up the word in a 
dictionary. Or just asked someone. 

On principle I didn't want to see 
Friday night's main movie Arachno- 
phobia at 10. But It couldn’t be 
helped: there was nothing else on at 
11:30 and I caught the last 20 min- 
utes of the monster spiders plagu- 
ing the village. 

UUURRRGGQHHHIII 
Was it scary! Every Itch on your 
leg, every hair (hat fell across your 
face, every shadow under the sofa 
that caught the corner of your eye, 
every ruBtle of a plastic bag In the 
kitchen. Implied a hairy little eight- 
legged fiend. 

It made you feel like you'd never, 
evor again dean out those dark 
storage places - cellars, lefts, clos- 
ets and balconies. 

It didn’t matter that the film was 
almost a hammy caricature of scary 
monster movies. And I don’t be- 
lieve you can really stun a spider, as 
Jeff Daniels did, with a bottle of 
Couryoisier. It was a modem spine- 
tingling toe-curling heart-racing 
classic screamer. 

Edge of Darkness was equally 
suspenseful but less likely to pre- 
vent you from reaching Into the cup- 
board under the sink. It's the New 
Channel 2's latest supense series 
on Sunday nights at 11. 

It's not new, but when it first came 
out in England Jn 1986 It was a big 
prize winner, arid the Issues (nucle- 
. ar waste and International industrial 
espionage) are just as, if not more, 
relevant today. 

And if the suspense, (he plot 
twists and the acting aren’t enough 
for you, the music - a moody and 
mysterious electric guitar - Is 
played and written Jay Eric Clapton. 

It’s a dreadful shame the New 
Channel 2, with all Its computer 
graphics for lesser shows, didn’t 
give ' Edge pjf Daripiess -more of a 
build-up. with previews and promos 
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Once again, truth proved stranger than fiction, as audiences 
were glued to 'The O.J. Sfmpson Show,’ (Reltter) 


Viewers who catch only the last 
couple of episodes of the six-part 
series will be sorry they missed the 
beginning. 

The first episode begins on one of 
those miserably rainy English 
nights, so utterly wet you feel cold 
and damp Just watching. 

Bob Peck plays detective Ronnie 
Craven, who, after a meeting with 
one of his bosses, prepares a quick 
supper at home and then dashes 
out to pick up his student-activist 
daughter from college. In the car 
they talk about food. 

And here’s where the New Chan- 
nel 2 made its second mistake. 
We’re only 10 minutes into the 
show, the scene has barely been 
set, there’s been no kind of sus- 
pense or intrigue or conflict yet, and 
now Is the time the station decides 
to break for commercials. 

What would anyone want to stay 
tuned for? Nothing exciting has hap- 
pened, It’s a normal rainy night, we 
don’t have any particular sympathy 
for the characters, and It’s almost 
time for bed. 

So they give us an extra-long set 
of commercials to really pu| us off 
watching the rest. Five l-o-n-g min- 
utes of commercials. 

If you stuck it out you saw Ronnie 
aid his daughter Emma (Joanne 
Whalley) get out of the car, see the 
gunman step out of a bush and atm 
at Ronnie, and watch Emma step In 
front ol her father and get shot. 

More viewers would have stayed 
tuned H that scene, or at least up to 
where the gunman stepped out, Had 
happened before the commercials. 

It's easy to tweak a viewer's curi- 
osity. All you have to dp is call 
something a' puzzle or a riddle. So 
we got T/rs Riddle ot the Dead Sea 


Scrolls on Star Plus (Friday, 11:30 
p.m.), which during the 20 or so 
minutes that I watched had very lit- 
tle to do with the scrolls or a riddle. 

It looked like eccentric Australian 
Christian Barbara Thlering believes 
the gospel is a political message 
and that the story of Jesus Is, with 
the proper Interpretation, historically 
true, not just a colleoiton of miracle 
stories. 

I tuned In just in time to hear 
Thlering declare that "Ihe Jews 
were so upset they went around 
plotting to kill Jesus and Lazarus." 

That was enough to keep me 
watching till theena, but I suppose I 
must have missed the point where 
she explains the connection with the 
Dead Sea Scrolls. Not lo wony, It’ll 
be on Discovery, Channel 8 next 
week. 

But it was The O.J. Simpson 
Show that had everyone glued to 
their sets last weekend. You didn’t 
know how and when the "car- 
chase" was going to end, even 
though it was 90 minutes of nothing 
but watching a white van on a free- 
way. 

Los Angeles County District Attor-. 
ney Ql! Garcettl called him a fugi- 
tive, but fans wanted their folk-hero 
football Hall of Famer to be Inno- 
cent. And he says ha Is, dS spite the 
bloodstained gloves - one found at 
his murdered ex-wife’s house, the 
other found In his car. 

What a week Americans had.
